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THEY Jbew greater Civility tOy or at leaft are 
lifs outragious againft the Quakers, Anaba[pciftis» 
Md Independents, than the People of itie ]Epifca* 
pal Communion ; fray, the Papitts live more afely 
under their Government, tha^ do the Afferiers of 
Epifcopal PHnciples ; and they ch}ofe to havePeo^ 
fie mrn Papifts, as tnaxy have done in the North 
of Scotland, and particularly in the Highlands^ 
rathei^ than aHow them to have^n Epifcop^ Miai*- 
ftcr dmonffi them. 

BUT of aB things they have a ferriite AVerfioh to 
oB Liturgies ; and the &eafon is very plain, 'that 
the Beauty^ Symmetry, and Harmony of Regular 
Worihip, doth fo wtfbine their Extemporary Rhap' 
fodies, that they are not able to bear it ; becaufe they 
either do ASktty or at leaff by hmuendds vstndd 
haue the People ielievey that they are Infpired by the 
HOLT GHOST in all their Prayers; vAid 
yet are not Proof of being read witbotit Horror> 
vjhen catch' d by the Pin of a Short-Hand tVriter. 

I REMEMBER to have been told. Thai 
uoben King ChaUli^ I: of Blejfed Memory, was a 
Prifooer to his aim Rebellious Subje&s at New- 
caftte.i^ Tvtte, the jankm Mr. Heriderfon fofr- 
ted himfelf V)tth great Rudenefs to Pray before His 
Maje%, 'which the good King did all he was able to 
binder : But the other would do it, and the King 
tmld not help it, being under Durance. And when 
be per<erveahowltrcgolax, Indigefted, Flat, and 
often Wicked, Mr. HenderTon"/ Prayers were, he 
eftde:fd two or three of his Servants who could write 
fiortHand veryweU, to Catch Mr. HenderfonV 
Pjraycr, but Jo fecretly, that Henderfon did not 
perceive it. When this was done, the King ordered 
them each of them apart, to write out at Length what 
they hadthm Catch d^ and finding the Copies to agree 

exMlj 
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exoEifyy he told Mr. Henderfon that he had a Pray* 
cr in H^titing which he dejired him to ready and t9 
give him his Opinion of it. Hcnderfon was ahut ta 
read it then j w, Jaid the Kihg> take it with you, 
read it carefully y and next time I fee youy teBmk 
how you like it. Accordgigly^ Henderfon irought it 
with him next time he came, and told the King, A 
tvaa one of the moR Ridiculous, Impertinent, Nonr 
fenfical. Wicked, Blafphemous Prayers be had 
everfeen in aU his Life ; and that the Compoier muff 
haw ieen an Bh'terate, Pedantick Blockhead, un* 
acquainted with Religion, and the Spirit ^Prayer, 
and that he could fear ce read it with Patience^ tifft 
tvi/i&0f^ Horrour, and much more to this Purfofe. 
Upon which the King modefily and meekly told him. 
Thou art the Man ,* andfatisfied him that it was 
his orwuy and how he came by it. And to givelAtCi^ 
derfon his due, it mortified him fo thoroughly^ tha^ 
he became much eafier to the King after this, md con-* 
ceived a better Opinion of him y than he had entertain 
ned before : and he cominuedto think weB of him to his 
laft Breathy and told his Brethren upon his Death-* 
Bedy how wicked he and they had been in their undu- 
tifiil Behaviour to their Natural Prince, and one of 
the btii Men in the World. Titn he died a Peni^ 
ienty but could not perfwade his Brethren to befuch. 
THIS {hews what fir ange things thefe' People are 
capable ^faying in tHeir Prayer Sy when theirlraz^inzr 
tions are heated ; and when a Henderfon, a leading 
Man amongff them, and a Man of good natural Parts, 
and of a Competency of acqifired Learningy could pray 
infuch a Manner y withjuch Fervency, fuch Blaf- 
phemous Nonfenfe, aa himfelf did Condemn, imd 
could not remember y for a feoi Days what he bad 
faidy what may not the Teachers amongff them not 
fay, who are many of them Men of how Underftan--

ilearcrs, Ti«t before the Refarmstiou; the Devils fre* 
^t/iemfy i^arid in human Shape^ and were called

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5B$}0limiefl» [ Hmfe Familiars] iut thai ever fince 
th&f bavi hen chained up^ tiU of late the E^glifi Ser^ 
vice Book came to be ujed herey upon which they had a^ 
gain Broke loofe to play their Tricks amon^ m, fir tsfe^ 
ing ftkh an IdolatroHi Form of JVorJhip. To make 
good this wife Obferva^ion^ you aiTerted that you 
$adread the Engliih Liturgy md the Roman MiflaU 
and having diligently compared them^ you found them 
to agree in every things defiring they vjould tafte this on 
your H^d, and believe it 4U a certain Truth. 

As for the Devils frequent appearing before the 
JReformation, I know nothing about it, and I be* 
lieve you know ^$ little £com any good Authori- 
ty, either of his Range then, or how far he has 
.bc^ reftrainedfince.. yie are affured from, the 
divine Writings, that the SON of GOD was 
manifeiled to deflroy the Works of the Devil, 
and that all Sin and Wfckednefs are the Devils 
Works; Sujoh^ fsddjn his time that the whole 
World lay ev rS inmpcfi in Miligno, in the Evil one ; 
as you may fee by cdmpaJring i Ep^ v. crh. ip. 
with ch. iii. yer. 1 2. The time is not yet come 
of the old Serpent called the Devil and Satan his 
being bound for a thoufand Tears. Apocal.xx. 2. He 
ilill goeth about feeking whom he may devour ; 
and. we are not ignorant of his Devices. ,He i;hat 
commiteth Sin is of the Devil, therefore I pray 
•yon do him the Juflice to lee otir own Pride and 
Ambition, pur Malice and Self-love, oar corrupt 
'Lulls and Aj6(e£tions, come in for sL Share of the 
^ame, ^nd join with the Holy Church in praying 
that the Kingdom of Cbrift may come, that we 
may have Power and Strength, to have Viftory 
and to triumph, againil Sin, the World, and the 
Devil ; that we may not be led into Temptatiou^ 
but delivered fiom that Evil one f that it may pleafe

Whatever you do, I fliall ever pray that thcfc may 
be the bleued Effefts of the Reformation of Re- 
ligion, that we may bring forth the Fruits of the 
Spirit, a national ztid ferfonal Refomkztion of every 
thing that is amifs either in DoShine or PtaBice. 

But I could wife that all who believe they»bave 
Authority to be Inftrudors of the People would 
i^nfider what mighty Obligation lies upon them, 
to aifert nothing that is vain, impertinentf off 
ridiculous, much lefstomake the holy Houfe of 
GOD, the Place of his more immediate pre* 
fence, a Market of Scandal, Falfliood, Obloquy; 
Detra£lion9 Slander, Defamation, Eitor and Hy« 
pocrify. This is to abufc the foftitution, to per- 
vert the End of Church AiTemblies, to delude the 
Auditory, to cheat the Simple, to feduce the Un^ 
war3% to miflead the Ignorant, and to turn theHoufe 
of Prayer into a Synagogue of Satan. How far you

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]iayiog ip tl|e Bufi the plory of the Rdbrmation, ^ 
liturgy fufficiently commended by the Pens ot 
th^ Lt^acnedy and vindicated £bom all the Jp^'e-: 
&^ns pf its Oppofers. Yqu giveup atoncethore 
cminfcnk Divines, to whom we owe om: Aefmmr 
Hon from Pap^j', (they being the Compiler? of the 
E^glijlf Liturgy) the whde Church of En^wdy the 
fureft BalwaK I know vcpm E^rth againft it; an4 
thofe of her Communion wix> retain to it, the 
Kings and Parliaments, (the Aiithorifers of it) ail 
of them to be Papift^ if it be Popery, as -you^ 
fay it is. But I am pretty confident I ihait vindi- 
Cjate all cqnicerned in that Matter ; and for that 
e^:£i:I fliall coniider the Service Book in it fel^ 
what Opinion our Reformers, both at home and a- . 
broad, had' of it, the Compilers and Authorifers 
of it, if it was by .them deemed Popery, or they 
^apifts. As for our Sons Reformers, if Inquiry be 
made, it will be found, they had * the Be^nnings 
of their' Knowledge that Way, from the Compi- 
lers of it/ and that upon all Occafions they 
heartily joyned in iL As to the firft, 

I ihall grant you may have read tlie Ef^UJh Lir 
turgy znd Ronton Mifial; cfpecially if you found 
f hem both in EngUJby but I do not think you have 
fo read them as tolaiow the Rationale or Ground 
of either -, or that you ever compared them, either 
with the Liturgies of the Primitive, or other fo- 
reign Churches at this Time. And for one to de- 
ny the Chrift tan Church had Liturgies^ befoiethe 
Church of Rome came to be corrupted either in 
Worfhip or Doflrine, reqniies a good Stock of 
Brafs ; but I hope to put that beyond all Queftion 
in what I defign to fubjoyn to this. 

You know by the Rules of Reafonin?, Affirmami 
incumkit fubatio : As it's your Part^ to I put you 



wiU to prove the Englijb and Rmim Liturgies to 
he the fame. Do you find in the Hrft any Devotions 
direded to the bkfled. Virgin ? Do you find there 
any Prayers to the Saints departed ? Do you find 
there any Prayers about Purgatory, or the Publick 
Worlhipinan unknown Tongue? Do you find 
Aittft xb*t the Cup is taken away from the Laity ? 
Is there mention made there of any more than two 
Sacraments ? Is there any Adoration lefs or more 
paid to the Crofs or.Relicks ? In fine, I dare you 
|x> let me iee where they both agree in any one 
Point controverted betwixt us and the Papifts, and 
in this if you fail, as I am fure you muft, fo far 
consequently (hould your Credit fail amongft your 
Hearers, that they Ihould never hereafter take any 
f hing from you, on your bare Word .Matters of Faft, 
and uiph this is^ are only probable by Witneffcs,and 
when atteltcd by thofc of undoubted Credit, (tho* 
fome thoufand Years a^o) are to have equal Credit 
with that, and fuch this isy which happened in our 
own, or our Fathers Time. Truth may be faid to be 
immortal i what^sonce true muft fiiU be always true, 
Otber^ays the whole Credibility of Reveal'd Reli- 
gion muft fall. 1 as firmly believe the Incarnation 
of our LORD and Saviour JgSUS CHRIST, as 
if I had Uv'd in the /econd or third Century, and 
tbnt upon the Authority of the Evangelifis^ &c. I 
as well believe Julius Crfar was murther^ in the 
Senate- Houfe by thofe two ungrateful Wretches Bru- 
tus zxid CaJJfusy upon the Teflimony of the Roman 
Hiftorians, as I believe that glorious Martyr K. 
Charles the Fir A was murder'd by thofe two Bands 
of rebellious Schifmaticks,tbe Preshjteriqns and Jbder: 
fendants of Britain^ who like Herod and Pontius Pi-- 
late joynM Hands in that nefarious Parricide. And 
ibi if I prove in what follows, (as I hope I flull) Ay 
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the Tcftimonies of unexcepuonable Authority; 
rhat the EngUJb Liturgy is free from all the Cor*- 
ruptions oi Pofery i I think it cannot mifs to open 
the Eyes of all unbyafled Readers^ and this I fball 
endeavour to do as demonflratively as Matter of 
Fa£t can allow of And fo we (hall come clofe to 
the QueiHon in Hand. 

That the Liturgies of the Church of England 
and RoTtie do agree in fome thingis is not denied : 
We with them worfliip the fame GOD in Trini* 
ty and Untty ; they with us agree in all the fun- 
damental Articles of Faith. That the Church of 
Borne was once Orthodox, is not denied by any 
Proteftant I know of; fhe fumifhed the Chrifiiaa 
Church with many glorious Martyrs and Confef-* 
ibrSy as well from the Laity as Clergy, who bore 
Teftimony for the Truth, and confirmed it with 
their filood; Then die Do&rine of that Church 
was pure and undefiled, in after Ages Corruptions 
came to creep into her Dodrine^ and fo confe* 
quently into . her Worfhip. And therefore when 
the Do£hine and Worihip of the Church came to 
be reformed, and the Liturgy of the Church of 
England to be compiled, thofe imployed for that 
end, as they were careful to avoid the Errors 
(and to be lure none Icnew them better) fo were 
> they equally careful ( and indeed . upon as good 
Ground) to retain what was agreeable to the 
Word of GOD, and Pradice ot the Apoftles 
and the Primitive Church, rightly applying that 
Advice of the ApofUe : Be ye folliywers of me^ aa 1 
am of Chrifi : And in fo fiir does the Englijh and 
Rfiman Liturgies agree. Mufl the Liturgy then be 
called the Mafsy becaufe ia it that excellent Prayer 
taught by our SAVIOUR is commanded to be 
frequently ufed? In it the iDecalogue repeated?

The C^i 
BenediBHA miraculoufly cbmpoifed and itmg' by Zet- 
ci&4f 105 immediately i^er his Mouth Was opAtied 
at the Cireiuhciffion of his Son Ji^n I Thk C c) 
JShinc DmitHs^ or S^oig of good old Smm-c^xi'- 
pofedand fung byhim> upon his meeouig ourr SA- 
VIOUR in the Tempk when he cam* toobep*©^ 
fented ? Kaw as thoie divine Hytnns teadei ftfit 
a Part of the Devotions of the Primitive Church, 
would you have us lay them afide»becauie tbsy art 
in the Nlafs Book ? Are they to be found hor where 
elfe ? Are they not in the holy Scnptuits^ At 
that rate may you not as well call St. JMe^s Gor 
fpel Popiry as the EngM Liturgy ? Horn can yod^ 
vindicate finging Davias Pfalms ? Is not St* iukea 
A;utbority as good as his? Were not the bieffcd 
Virgin, Zacharias and Simeouy &c. as divinely In-* 
fpired as he ? * Its truly odd Reafoning, becaufe 
Pafifts ufe them, we jBiould not : At that irate ber 
caute Pafifis keep the firil Day of the Wedc fbr. 
the ChrifUan Sabbath, we may come to think of 
chufing any other Day, as Calvin was willing to 
do. Ajid'it has beenfaid, that fome of our 2SCft^ 
iotjS for that fame Reafon.once entertained fitch a 
Thought. But I fhaU aflert nothing of which 
I am not fure, however this Tm fute ofi the. Rear 
fbning is clofe and equal. \ fhall fay nothing of 
the Excellency and Ufefiilnefs of that admirable 
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liitutgy, in tfic firft Compofurc of it, whcii com- 

Sar'd with thofe extemporary and undigefted 
Lhapfodrcs now nfed by too many in their publick 
Devotions, even to the Reproach of the Prote- 
ftant llamc. ... 

As I have fufflciently vindicJatea thfe Sei-i/ici 
£aoi& fron^ the Imputation you put upon it, fo do 
i think, if yoit will duly conilder, whit is al- 
ready (aid, you will find it a harder Task tq 
make your AfTertion good, than probably at firlE 
you took it to be. But to put the Queuion be- 
yond all nianner df Doubt; we will next confi-^ 
der the Compilers and Authorifers, whether they 
were Papiils or not, and what Opinion the moli: 
eminent Divine^ bpth at home and abroad had of 
them and it, what Deference was paid theni; 
and with what Refpeft they treated them on all 
Occafions. And this being precife Matter of 
Faft, I fliall advance nothing but what I bring 
from aittfoentick Writings, and for your Eafe di-^, 
reft you Where to find it. 

I fliall pafs aver what StiJpi were inade in the 
Reigti of Hen. VIIL towards refoniiihg the Rjf 
mijh Service, A. 1537, 1540, andlJ43. that not 
being very rtiatcrial at prcfent,- and &all c6me td 
Edward VI. the firfl Proteflam King of England. 
In whofe Reign A. iS^j^ Dec. 2. the Convocati- 
on of the Clergy unanimoufly agreed, that the 
Communion fhould be given in both Kinds to the 
Ldity as ivcU as to the Clergf, and appointed d. 
Committee of Bilhops, &c. to draw tip an uHi" 
form Order of Conimunion, according to the holy Scrip- 
tures, and the PraBice of the Primitive Church. And 
thereafter the whole Service Book wasf compil- 
ed by a feleft Number of thirteen of the moft emi*^ 
nmt Divines y botK for Piety and J-carningy then ici 
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England^' which was afterwards authorifed by 
the Parliament, and a £all Convocation of both 
the Provinces of Canteriury and Tork. The Com** 
pilers were.

It was again re vif- 
ed and confirmed An. i^iiy and fo continued 
uptil the Death of that young Prince. But be* 
IngdifchargcdinjQ»^tf« Mary^^ Kti&iy and Popery 
re-eftabliflicd ; it was again after her Death in- 
troduced and confirmed i^^ Eliz. An. 155^, and 
fo continued 'till the foil of K. JameSy when it 
was a^ajn revifed and confirmed, and fo conti- 
nued \ill after the Rejioration of K. Charles the 
Second, th^at it came again to be revifed by the

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This it a fliort Ui&wy 6( the En^lifi Liturgy of 
its Birth ^pd Pro^refs to this Day. And now wc 
fiiall examine a httle into the Chambers of thofb 
who compiled it, for they muft be all Papifts, if 
you fpokc Truth : What Part Archbifliop Crai- 
nunr afted in dhe t^wvuaim is clearly to be feeti 
by any that will pleafe to read but fo much of 
the EngUfii Hiftoty, as contains the Lives of Hetu 
VIIL £Ay. VI. and Queen Mary. Sir Richard Ba- 
ker in hisH^ory tell us, that Cramner fir his S^U 
in Drvinity was fkhsd out, and * fern to Rome, 
to pnyue the Marriage of Henry VIII. vrith his 
Jffrother Prince Arthur'/ ff^dow, Katharine of 
Spainy to have been from the firfi beginning of it 
contrary to the Laws of G ODy and therefore 
ntiUand void. We find him afterwards maiit- 
taining the fame Argument at the Emperor* s Court, 
even to the Convi&ion of Cornelius Agrippa^ thcr 
moft learned Man there at that Time; ana indeed 
he fo well Satisfied the King and Clergy in that 
Matter, v^hich had for a long time hot only 
troubled them, but even moil of the Univtrfities 
in Europey that inunediately thereafter the Di- 
vorce was pronouniced by the fiifhop^ and Oen 
and he for his good Services promoted to the ; 
of (0 Canteii-bury. By what follows in that Hiftory» 
you will fee he was all along the great Inftru- 
ment of forwarding the Reformationy zttd that in it> 
with admirable Piety he perfcvercd, *till at lail he 
fealed it with his Blood, dying a Martyr for the 
fame in the Flames at Oxford^ March 21, 1555, 
where two other &mou$ Martyrs, Ridley and to* 
timer had fu&red after the fame manner fome

five Months before, (f) Nay, in that Year no 
(cwtt than eighty four Perfons fufi^Ked Martyrs 
Jonty forrefufing po leave the Englifi Umr^^ a^nd 
|oyn with the Mafs. Ridley^ BiChop of Rochefiet, 
yrho fuffered before CrMmer ( as is faid ) was 
efteemed the mpft learned aad pious of all zhk 
Reformers. In ihort, as to the reft of the p>m- 
pilers, there was not one. of them that lived 'till 
(^ Mary's Time, but were either MARTTRS or 
ConfeJforSi bccaufe they would not return to Po- 
pery. At that Time there were of the Laity 
as well as Clergy, Women as well as Men, to 
the Number of two hundred feventy feven, C^) 
thatfuffered Martydom (or adhering to the Effg-: 
Ufhy and refiifing to joyn in the Roman Liturgy. 
Dr. Cox, Comicellor and Almoner to K. Edward^ 
jjnd one of the Compilers, in Q. Marys Perfecur 
tipn (with a good many others) fled to Rankfott, 
and there kept up the Englijb Liturgy, 'till in Q. 
Eliz,. T!imc he came home, and was confecrated 
Biftit^pof ]fjttcoin* 

Thus, ^nd by thcfc holy Martyrs dpd Confef^ 
fors, was the Service Bbok compiled and ufed ; 
and IS it ppiiibjie there can be any fo obflinate 
as CO aifirm there can be a more convincing 
troof advanced fpr any Matfpr of Faft, than 
this is, to provp the Englijh Liturgy free from the 
Corruptions complained of in the Mafs fiook, 
than that iuch a Number of eminent, pious, and 
learned i)ivine<-, and others, chofe rather to fuffer 
mol}; painful Deaths, than' leave the one, and 
joyri with the other ? Will Mr. M fay they 
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did net undorftand it fo well as he does;? Qr 
that they were mad ; or that it was not for this 
they fuftered? I do not think that even the 
large Share of AfTurance of which he is Maf];er> 
will allow him to affirm any of thefe Things ; 
and if he does not> the Queftion is at an £nd> 
and Mr. Af— ■ — muft acknowledge he affirmed 
what is not true. It is undeniable that at that 
Time it had not entered in the Minds, neither 
of Clergy, nor Laity in Scotland , or England^ 
that there were any of the Corruptions in the 
Romifi Worfliip retained in the Englifi Liturgy ; 
for the Laity as well as the Clergy were robbed, 
baniihed, and put to Death, for no other Caufe 
(as I have obferved) but that they would not re- 
nounce the Worfliip of the Church of England^ 
and joyn with that of Rome. If they had be^ 
lieved them to have been one and the fame, they 
muift be reckoned no better than fo manySelf-Mur- 
therers : That they had Learning >to underlland 
both, is fufficiently acknowledged, fo thev had 
no Plea of Ignorance to plead ; you would hav^ 
found them then defend it againfl the Papifts, 
but no Body alledging againfi: them that it was 
Popery, no hot the Puritans themfelves. If Mn 
M will be pleafed to let me fee a clearer De- 
monflration of Matter of Faft than this is, vix,. 
that the Englijh Liturgy andtheMafs Book, were 
not at that Time thought one and the fame, Erit 
mihi magnus Apollo. 

It follows next to enquire, what Opinion 
foreim Divines had of the EngUjh Liturgy and 
its Compilers, this will drive the Nail to the 
Head, and put the Queftion beyond all Contro- 
verfy, and I fli all advance none againfl: whom 
the leaft Exception can be brought : Nay, I am 
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miAaken if you dp not pretend to hatve thfm 
all oh your Side whom I fhall bring to vouch for 
me. ^ 

I fhould think it fufEcient for all^ that Petcw 
Martyr^ Martin J^ucery SLodPiuilH^ Fapus, three 
eminent Promoters of the ReformatioiQ: abroad, 
gave Tefiimony for thie Eftghfi Service; dicy 
were broucht over in Edw. VI. Time, the iSrft 
was placea Divinity Reader in Oxford, and the 
other two in Cambridss. (h) All of them joyncd 
very heartily in the WorOiip of th^ Church of 
England, (i) Bucer ' ip^aks thus of it ; / git/e 
'f hanks to GOD who hat k given you Grace to reform 
thofe Ceremonies in fuch a Purity } for I have found no^ 
thing in it (fpeaking of the Service Book) tvhich is 
mt taken out of the Word of GOD, or is in the leafi 
contrary to it, being rightly interpreted. You pre- 
tend thefe Divines were Presbyterians j I am fiire 
they were not efteemed Papifts in Q, Mary^s 
'time 5 (k} for then the Bodies of Bucer and Far 
gius were taken put .of their Graves, and burnt 
as Hereticks. I think thefe three famous Wit- 
neffes might fatisfy you; but left they (hould not^ 
to clear you farther, the next I fhall advance is 
your great Friend Calvin, whofc Authority you 
cannot honeftly difclaim. The Duke or Sor 
merfet then ProteShr of E^landy had fuch an O- 
pinion of him, that immediately upon the Li- 
turgy ^s being compiled, he fent it over to him, 
and had his Opinion returned, in a Letter he 
wrote to him, in thefe Words : As for the Form 
of prayers and Ecclefaflical Ceremonies, J much ap- 
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frc^i that thiji fimld hifiahlified as a confiam 
fwniy from which it punjf ngt be Uvfnl fir the Par- 
ftmrs to recede in the Exieottiim $f their C6ar^ (I). Gm 
wy thiog li»e clearer than this ? He advlfes t^ 
ftote^or to ecijoyii the Ufe of it. What Opif* 
nion wKfoXdCahin have had ot Mr. M. if he had 
tol4 him wh^t he told his Heaj3ers> tJiat it waip 
nothing but the MaTs in Ei^lifi ; that it wa$ I^ 
dolat^y, aad it was. npt Uw.&i » wfe it ? If h^ 
had been i^ Geneva, he would have inSiifted the 
C^fuf es of the Church Apon him. (m)Cahin calls 
Cranmer^ 4^ mo ft ammfUfi^d Prelate ^ who hath the 
Cure npt only of Ei^ljurd^ Ifut of the whole Chrf-* 
flian JVbrld. Poth this clear him of Popery 
or not? 

Be:xui in R^ff, ad Sar^i^iam ^ipt^^vig of the 
Church of England, fays : Jb ha^pmed in onr M^ 
movy^ thatfiie had Mm of that Caliiniy (viz, Bijbops) 
not onfy confiant^ Maytynfir GOD, butalfo exceOent 
Payors and DoSiors. (n) He defires thofe undw 
the Goverment of Grinial Bifliop of London, to 
(ubpait to him, holding him worthy of much Pur 
nifiimenF that ihould defpiib his Authority. 

(p) Saravia coufefiTes himielf to wonder at the 
Refoimers in EngUa^d, for not any way devia- 
ting ftom the antient Chiflrch of Cbrift. Ifliait 
conclude iny Geneva CblDttVCeU with the Tefti- 
mony of the famous Ifami Caufabon^ he fays, (jp) 
A5> Church doth xome nearer to the Form . of the Pri-^. 
mitive Qhur4:h than it doth, fo that they .who envy hfit 
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Jffapptnefs^ are 'mjhrained to extdl it Farther, if 
the effential Part of a Church be enquired into, and 
what either necejfarify hlbngeth to the Dolhine of Sal-- 
nuition, or the Decency of ff^orjhip^ then fraife and 
ma^ijied be GOD, no Church upon Earth can be 
foundi which frofeffeth the Faith, and refembleth the 
Fornt of the antieht Church more then Jhe doth. 
And now to fumm up our Foreign Evidence, I 
fiialJ give yrti the Mind of the whole Reformed 
Gallican Church, in the Word$ of the famous 
Mr. Moulin, md may very confidently da fo,' foi^ 
none knew it better i he in anfwer to a Papift^ 
upbraiding him (^) with the Difcipline of the 
Church of England, doth avouch the Digrtity 
and Agreeablenefs of it, telling hin^ Our Agreed 
ablenefs is fu'ch, that it hath been a Kefuge to our 
perfecuted Churches, and confequently the exceUentejt 
Servants of God in our Churches, as Calvin, Beza, 
Zanchy, &c. have often written Letters fuB of Re^ 
fpeSi to the Prelates of England. 

I think the above Teflimonies make my part 
of the Argument good^ putting the fame be- 
yondi all Queftion. I come now to the laft 
Proof I proposed, and that is to be brought 
from our own Reformers heti in Scotland: If 
I aih not deceived, it Was from England they 
had their Education that way, it was that 
Candle that lighted them into the Reforrtiation, 
and accordingly the firft publick Step that was 
made towards it, was an Ordinance, that th<j 
Englijh Liturgy fhould be publickly read in all 
the Churches of Scotland on Sundays and Holidays. 
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. Jn that unfortunate Qattei fought betwijct the 
Englijh and the Scou^ a little before K. James 
V. his Death, there were taken Prifoners, a- 
mongll others, the Earls of Cajjils and GUncahne^ 
xhoikHen. VIII. took care fhould be inftruded in 
the Rrformathny (fo far as it was advanced,) and 
that with a View (J^mes V. being then dead) 
of a Match betwixt his young Soti Prince 
Ed-ward J and our Infaqt Quteen A^y^ and fo far 
it went, that (being in l^oVe with the Reforma- 
tion) they got the Earl of Arrant then Cover- 
nour, to call a Parliament, where the Match was 
agreed upon, and no doubt had been confummat^ 
ed, if Cardinal Beoton (fearing the Reformation^ 
had not fallen^ upon Ways to difappoint it. 
B. Bumety in his Abridgment of the Hiftory of 
the Reformation^ tells us, (r) 'that CafGIs got thefe 
Seeds of Kmvihdge at Lambeth, under Cranme?x 
Influence y that produced- afterwards a great Har^ 
wft in Scotland ; alfo that the other Prifoners v)ere 
inftruBed to fucb a Degree^ that they came to home 
very differ em Tthou^ts of the Changes that had 
been made in England, from whaf the Scotifli 
Clergy had poffeffed them withy &c. Buchanan 
tells us, (/) there were at this Ttmey feven of the 
fupream Order, Noblemeny and twenty four of the 
inferit^- Quality , confiderable Gentlemen , all in* 
lighten d in England. Nay, were not Arrans 
two Chaplains, Rough said Guilliam, who preach- 
ed then publickly to the Court , Church o£ 
England Men ? This will appear by what 
follows:. 

In the Time of (^ Miry of England her Per- 
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fecution, fome of thofe who fled from thence, 
took Refuge* in Scotland, and there did not only 
help the Light which began to fhine, but ma'de 
the Sun to break up more clearly than before ; 
for then came from England into Scotland, (t) M/il- 
liam HarlaWy John W^tBox , and (u) John Knox. 
That holy Martyr (x) Mr. George IViJhart had 
his Education in Cambridgey and returned to his 
own Country, An. .1544, to promote the Truth 
in it ; he ftuck clofe to the Principles he had 
fucked in there to the .laft. {y) Kmx telk us, 
that at his Death he adminifter'd the Sacrament 
after a fet Form Mr. John Sfotfwoody another 
of our Reforpjers, was educated in England, under 
the Care of Archbifhop Cramner, as is to be 
feeii in the Life of Archbifhop Sfotfwood. All 
our Reformers had fuch an Opinion oi the Do- 
Arine and Worfliip of the Church of England, 
that on airOccaiions, they chearfuUy joy ned with 
her. There is not one ^ be named amongft 
them, that called her Liturgy Popilb, or thought 
Communion with her unlawful:. Did not all 
thofe who fled in Perfecution joyn with her ? 
(20) Friar Alexander Seaton in King James V*s 
Time fled to England, and there died the Duke 
of Suffolk s Chaplain. Alexander Alefs fled to 
England, and was there in fuch Efteem with 
Henry VIII, that he was called the King's Scho- 
lar, (a) There you will find him in the Convoca- 
tion maintaining againfl Stockely Bifliop of Lon- 
don, that there were but two Sacraments. (^)Bi- 
fhop Burnet in his Hiftory zcUs us, that he traaf- 
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iited the Efiglrjh Liturgy into Lattn for Bucer*^ 
Ufe, being imployed in that by Latimer. John 
Fyfe, and Mr. Dudai, two other Reformers itaid 
there as long as he. ^ehn Mae-Bee was there 
liberally entertained by Nicolas SaxtcHy Biftop of 
SarufHy (c) Sir y ohn Borthwtelkws ace : fed of He- 
refy, for maintaining the ^^gl^fi Lituigy wa^ 
Ccmmetidable,andeughtto be « ufed by all Chri- 
ftians : Did he think it would raife the DtS- 
vil, or was Popery ? Friar Thomas Guilliam^ o€ 
whom mention is already made^ was the firfl 
pablick Preacher of the Reformation in Scotland, 
\ by whofe Serm6ns JohH Km^Q was firft illumi- 
nated and converted, ) after the Regent Ar^- 
ran his firft Apoftatifing, fled into En^audy and 
there jovAcd with that Church, {d) as did*hi« 
other Chaplain , ^ohn Rmgl^ , who for fomc 
Year* preached in rhe Cities of Berwick, . Carli/U, 
SLnd'NewcaJiky and that not in a Corner, but in 
the pubh<?k Churches, and was afterwards pro- 
vided in a Benefice by the Archbifliop of Torkj 
where hh • lived 'tiI^ (JL Maryh Ferfecution, an4 
then fled into Friefland ; but after this return- 
ing to London^ An. 15^579 was apprehended, and 
queftioned by Bonner^ Biifaop of London^ if he 
had preached^ (ince his Return ? He anfwer^d^ 
he bad preached none, but that in fome Places 
he had' read ^ the Players in the Communion 
Book,"fet forth ia Ud^^a^d VL Time. VVhict 
furely he would not have dotie, if he had thought 
it thcMafe in' Bnglijh ; ni,y y he had a quite o- 
ther Tho\3ght abbut it ; for being asked his 
Opinion of it, ht told he approved of it, bs- 
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ing in all Points agreeable to the Word of God : 
If he had made fuch a Declaration to Mr. M. 
he had furely condemned him for a Papift \ tho' 
Bonner did not in the lead take him for that. 
And now to trouble you no more with the Scots 
Reformers^ thofe advanced being more than fuf- 
ficient i yet (like thofe who keep their bell Wine 
-'tai the laft) I fliail end with John Knox, the 
•greateft Authority I cix\ produce in this Cafe; 
^r he alone might; fatisfy Mr. M. but I am a- 
fraid 1 put him out of Court with him ; how* 
ever at hx Hazards I like to tell the Truth. 

(e) \t his Admonition to tbc-ProfelTors of the 
Truth in Eaglandy heteUs us he preached pub- 
lickly in their Churchy in Subordination to their 
Bifhops, and before K. Edv). VL In his Ad- 
mqnition to the Commo^nalty in Scotland^ {b) he 
fays : (SOD gieve that^ Refverend Father in GOU, 
Thomas Cranmer, Strength ta cut the Knot ofde- 
wlijh Saphifiry. In his Exhortation to England for 
;their fpeedy receiving Chrift^s Gofpel, dated 
Jan. 12, I55P, he calls the Church o( England 
*appy. In that GOD, by the Pouf^ of his Spirit had 
deftroyed^theTeakofherfpiritmiPaftivity^Scc. And 
a little after fays, T'hut the Chutth of England in 
K' £.dward'5 Days vku a dekSiabie Garden, fhmtr 
€d by GOD* St own Band. In his Letter to Q. El!^- 
he thanks GOD, (g ) T%at it had fle^/ed him 
%ii of eternal Gcodnefs, to ex^ her Headyio the Ma- 
Tiifeftation of his Glory y undjthe ETCtirfOticn of Ido- 
iatry. This is not to fay the .Service Book is 
Idolatry, or Communion with the ChiircKof 
England is unlawful. I cpbldadd a great deal more 
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to this Purpefe from hjun, but (hall in the kft 
Placci ^ive you the Judgment <^ the Lf>rd$ of the 
Congiregation^ from . yrhom we may take the 
Mind of our whol^ BcKiy of Reformers^ l^aky 
as well as .Qfergy, a$ we have it in the authen- 
tiqk liiftories of thofe Times. 

It is recorded by Spot/wood^ p, 140^ Kmxy p. 
2i8> Bmhanan^ p, ^04 : 7%^^ Kirkalilie of Grange 
vsas Jent by the JU^rds ,of thf Congreg(i$im to treat of, 
and enter into a ftriU CotfeJera^ with Queen Elizar 
bethi to firward the Reformation in Scqtlapd^ as it 
was in Eaglti^. Afterwards (b) BHdMna^ .teUs 
CIS, T'hat Vie being delivered frwt the ,QaUicail Sla^ 
very by Engljifli Af]i(lance^ fub^ibed to ,ti^ Religion 
and Worjoif of that Qmr^k< The Prayers ami 
T.hank%jlvifig$ madeiifepf ip St.Giks\s Church Er 
dinburgh^ after the Pacification bx Leithyjfuiy t$6Qy 
are a cle^r Demonfijration of pui^ ONEKESS and 
SAMENESS then with the Church of&^l^d, 
as are alfo thofe in the &9^ liturgy copipoied ^ 
that Time, and afterwaridsiufed in allithe Qiorcbes 
of Scotland ; which, (or Brevity's fake, I onait to 
tranlcri^. At that Time we isnter'd into a League 
with Englandy for the ipaintenance of the Do&rine 
andWorfliip of tha:t Church r far difietcnt in- 
deed firom that accurfed Covenant or Combinar 
tion was entered into afterwards, for the Extirpa- 
tion *of that Church, even, in Oppofition to the 
King's lawful Authority 5 which we may come 
to enquire a little into in the Sequel. 

And now to put all beyond the leaft manner'of 
Doubt. The very firft Step the Lords oj the Congrega- 
tion made towards the Reformation ( as I have 
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already faid) was to tppoint the Liturgy of 
England to be ufed : It was ordered upon the 
'2 3 d of Dec. 1557. As we have it from (0 Cat-

this Matter of Fad y which yoii muft take to be 
the Mind of the whole Pioteftant Part of the 
Nktiori it that tinie, both Clergy and Laitjf. 
Fir, if there liad'beWbut any one to have 
cryf d out <vith you, that thdfe Prayers^ were no- 
thing but the Mafs in Englijh j ftire fome other 
of thefe forecited Hiltorians would nevet 
have paft it by in filente. Nay, how ridicu- 
lous is^it to think, the 'Nation then would have 
been at fo much Pains to turn out the Mafs in 
Latin^ 6nly to have it in Eftglijhi Indeed in my 
Opinion if the Mafs bfe Idolatry, as you fay ix. 
is, it had been better to have let it continue 
in LatiHy than to tranflate it into Englijhyitw^^ 
lefs underftood and fo it could do Idfs harm. 
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And now I come at laft to the Authorifers, 
that I niay^ hot fail in any thing that I promifedj 
and then I (hall fumm up the Argumenn 

Ed. VI. the Duke of Somerfet then Protcftor, 
the venerable Clergy in Convocation, the Mini- 
fiers of State, and the then Parliament, are fuffi*- 
ciently cleared of the Charge of Popery, by their 
fo ihtirely fettling the Reformation; but if any . 
more be requifite, you may apply the Teftimo-* 
nieS'Of the Foreign and Sects Divines before^ 
mentioned^ and that will make it up. C^Eliz^. 
is fufficicntly Vindicated by her reftoring the 
Reformation after her Sifter's Death. And K. 
James has given great Luftre to the fame by 
his excellent Writings. The glorious Martyr 
Ch. I was indeed forely accufed by the Schifma- 
ticks of Britain with being a Papift, for what 
end and how true, we ckme (tho' tgo late) by 
(id Experience to know, ( Liturgy and Epifccr 
pacy being his Crimes ; ) and I'm eafily able to 
Vindicate him if there were occafion, both by 
the Teftimonies of^foreigh and domcftick Di«- 
vines ; but his ownmoft celebrated Writings, 
and dying Words, have put it beyond all Quefti^ 
on. The Laws made by Ck II. againft Papifts, 
and the Indulgences given to WBUfi^fiy notwitlr- 
ftanding their frequent Rebellions, are fo recent, 
that I need fay nothing of him, K. James VII. 
indeed was Popiih, and the iUMlion in his Fa* 
therms time obliging him to fly beyond the Seas 
occafioned it ; however he was a great Benefac- 
tor to the Wi^i^ he gave them an Indulgence; 
and they thanked him for it at that tifhe, tho' 
they changed their Mind a little afterwards, ami 
became XlnstatcfUL As for thofe who govc^-. 
ned fince, you have nothing to fay again/I thertt, 
fo I need fay nothing for them. X 
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1 have now gone througli what J prbpdedj 
without biding you take any thing on my Word* 
I have advanced nothing without fufficient Aur 
thodty adduced for it^ and have direfted you 
to the Book and Page. I have vindicated the 
Liturgy 6:0m being the fanie with the Mafs- 
Book^ by letting you fee that in feveral moft ma- 
terial Points tbcy diflfer. The Brevity I rcfbift- 
ed my ielf to> would not allow me to take Notice 
of all; but what J have done, i$ fufficient to re- 
fute your bold, unjuft^ and fcandalou^ Ailertion, 
and cftabiifc my own. As to the Compilers^ I 
' have put it beyond QuefHoo. If the Mafs-Book, 
(as Mr. M /ays) and the Service*Book be all 
one, it has been a ilrangp Piece of ^^Cadnefs for 
thofe learned and pious Men to have fufered 
themfelves to be .confumed^ in the Flames, be- 
caufe they would not paft with the one and joyn 
in the pther ! Who could underftaad the Wor- 
ihip pf the Romifi!) Church better than they, who 
were educated in it, and were eminent for Pier 
ty and Learning before thej^ left it ? They were 
never branded, either with Madneis pr Ignorance, 
to fuHer fo much for. Trifles. I have made it 
very clear that all our foreign Divines had a very 
difterent Opinion of it from Mr. M. They de-^ 
clared it free from the Corruptions of Rme^ and 
agreeable to the Scriptures and Primitive Ghtirch, 
and feripuily Mccsxunended the Ufe of it, which, 
to be fure, they would never have done, if it had 
in the leafi. /avoured of Pofery ; but they knew^ 
little better what P^^ was than Mr. A£ does.

ry difagrceable Task. It's in your Power to 
prevent it, and I expedt you will do it.

] HE foregoing Letteyy in Subftance 
the /ame that was fent, and careful- 
ly delivered into the Hands O; 

M. M April i6. i-ji$, had no 

other Eflcd (however well defigned) 
than to provoke him to heath out threamings a- 
gainft the Autltor, and perfift in his Calumnies 
againft the Liturgy, not only from Houfe to 
■ Houfe, amORgll fi^ch as have Ztal without Know- 
ledge, but even from the Pulpit, which he conti- 
nues to make the Seat of the Scomer, the common 
Shop oi Heterodoxy and Siander, foytiing with, the 
accufet of fbC MSjEtilCtn, to mifirciprefent the Prin- 
ciples, and defame the Pprfcns of alt fiich as are 
not of his Way. 

I was at firft w;iiling to believe that alJ his Vi- 
rii!c>ice and Inveftivc, proceeded from his Unac- 
cjiitintednefs with our E:ic.l.em Bturgy^ and that

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*"Wf$ rathpf/ led through Ignorance: ihzti dded 
xvitbik&Acf in thofe unwarrantable Sallies qf his

n^rirhy, Epi'copacy ajid Liturgy, which mutualr 
ly fuppprt pne ariother, and the beautiful Fabriclj;

B^ing thus difappointed in my Hopes of him,' 
^y next Concern was for the fimple^weU-mean-r 
ing People, who are liable to be ealily led away 
by the confident Affertions of thofe hid Pretenders 
to Truth and Demonftration ; and for their Sake? 
I h^ve extended the Subjed of the foregoing Let- 
ter, and have endeavoured in very plain La^r 
guage to fet before them fome Confidcrations a- 
bout the La-wfulnefs and Expediency of Stt Forms of 
Prayer y the Englifli Liturgy y Epifcopacy and i^chifm ; 
by which I hope to make appear to the Convifti- 
pn of all who Ciall read without Prejudice, and 



Byafs to a Party, that the Caufe of the ^ioSbp^ 
tertantt againft the Church is indefenfible, their 
Opp^ofition unjuft and fchifmaticaly their Ordinu- 
ticn null and invalidy and confequently ineffeShuzi 
for the Purpofes of the Evangelical Miniflry or 
Priefthood; and that it highly concerns every 
one that feeks for Salvation, to adhere, firnaly to 
the Onhodvx Communion, and to naaintain Car- 
tholick Unity againft the deftrudive Principles of 
Schifnty Sacrilege and Herefy. 

I fhall . therefore begin with Liturgies, and 
prove, that fince ever God had an. Eftablifted 
Church in the World, there were Set Forms of 
l>jvotions or Liturgies, in the ytwijij Church he- 
lore and fince Chrift, in the Chriftian Church of 
all Ages, and that at this very Day all thofe va- 
riety of Chriftians in the large Circuit of Cbri- 
ftendom have their Set Forms of Prayer, which 
they do, and muft ufe in the Worlhip of God. 

Set Forms of Prayer were in ufe in the 
^ewijli Church from their becoming a Church, 
after their coming out of Egypt 150a Years 
before Chrift. The firft (blemn piece of Wor- 
lhip we find recorded of them, is a Hymn of 
Praifc compofed on their .Deliverance out of 
'Egypty which was fung by all the Congregation 
ahernatelyy by Mofes and the Me^ firft, and next by 
Miriam and the Women, and it is impoffiblc 
it could be fo fung, if it had not been a Set Form 
written down and read or gotten by Heart, by 
bo:h the Men and the Women. 

God himfelf who beft knows his own Nature, 
a»:d whofe it is to prsfcribe the manner of his 
own TVorjhipy enjoyns a Form of Bleffing the Peo- 
ple ro be Lifed by the Priefts for ever. Numb. vi. 
2j, S:c. Speak unto A..ron and unto his Smsy faith 

the 
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the Lbrd, faying, on thU iOifefiaB ye tiefs the Ciil^ 
dren of Ifrael, faying unto them. The Lord bkfs thei, 
and keep thee, the Lord make his Facejhine upon tkee, 
and be gracious unto thee, 'the Lord lift up h*s Coun^ 
tenance upon thee and give thee Peace, jind they 
fhaU put my Name upcH the Children of Ifracl^* and I 
wiB BLESS them. ' ■ 

If any fliall obfeil this was not prayings but blef^ 
fingy it \i plain from the laft Words, that it was 
fraying to God for a Bleffing, 

>Jow if any are eble to conceive a Prayer of 
thcnfifelves, we may well fuppofc it flaould be 
t\itPriefi, v;hofe Lips fhould preferve KnovJedge, as 
faith the Prophef, MaUc. ii. 7* yet they arc pre- 
fcribed a Set Form of blefllng the People. 

If it had been prefcribed for the fimple and 
ignorant So^rt, it might here have been objefted, 
that they that have not Gifts of their own, are 
. permitted to make ufe of other Mens Compofiti- 
ons ; but feeing it is prefcribed to the High- 
Prie/i himfelt^ nay, to Aaron the Eloquent, it 
ftrongly concludes for a Set Form of Prayer and 
Blefftngy to be ufed in PubHck by the moil able 
and eloquent Divine. 

Mofisy SL great Prophet, prayed fo earneftly in 
private, that God faid. Let me alone (Exod. in. 
32.) that my IVrath may wax hot, &c. yet ufed a 
'Set Form in Publick, at the fetting forward of the 
Ark, and at its refting, Numb. x. 35, and 3^. 
*j49fd it came to pa fs when theArkfetJorvjard, that 
. Moksfaidy Rife up. Lord, and let thine Enemies be 
fcatteredj and let them that hate thee flee before thee ; 
and when it refted he faid. Return, Lord, unto the 
many 'fhoufands of Ifrael. Let none pretend to be 
more able than he, whofe Gifts were fo un- 
Ipeakab'y great, that it is faid, Jo[h. xxiv. 10.

Mofes. , 

Holy DcFuidy a Man after GOD s own H^art, 
by the Infpiration of the holy Spirit, did indite 
and form many Pfalms and Prayers for thp ufe of 
the.publick Congrcgatipn, as is to be fecn by their 
Titles, as Pfalm 102 is called A Prayer of the Af- 
fitted. The 92, A Pj^ln^ or Son^ fir the Sabbath 
day. The po, called, A Prayer of Mofes the Man 
of God^ ufed in their Service in the Wildernefs, 
when they were dellroyed for their Idolatry and 
Difobedience. 

And fuch proper Forms of Devotion are the 
Pfalms. That the Hymn which our Saviour fupg 
after his laft Supper> before he went into the 
Mount of Olivesy is by the greateft Matters of 
Tradition, faid to be that which the Jews ufed 
at the Feaft of the Paffkjer, and called by the 
Rabbins Haliel ; that is, from the beginning of 
the 114th Pfalm to the end of the it 8th, contain- 
ing five Pfalms, and thefe material Points, (s)

This learned Author makes it 
appear, that the Jim had always a conAant 
.fettled Liturgy; and we fee by the Account te 
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^ives of It, that in fotric Thihgs it agrees with 
xh^.Chrifiian liturgies. 

Studying Brevity; I Ihall pafs by the many b- 
ther Aiif hdrities that might be brought for 
eftiblifliihg what I have advanced, and ihall r^ 
ftrift my fclf to what a learned Mw*fr of the Pm-^ 
tperiaiitvntniufiiQny the great Antiquary Mr. &/• 
deny in his Notes on Eutythius from the ancierit 
Records of the Jewijh Nition, fay$ : '' That 
*^ Certain Forms of praying whieh were to be 
^^ ufed by every One daily by Law or received 
*^ Cuftbm were Inftituted by Efdy'ds and his 
" Confiftdry ; that thfe Jews abditt the End of 
the Captivity had their ancient Manners, ai 
well as Laws, fo depraved, that without a 
Slaftef they were neither able to pray as they 
oughts nor had Confidence fo to do. There- 
fore for thd future, that they might not re- 
cede in the Matter of thdr rrayersj through 
Corruption of theTr Exprefflon, or thtough 
Ignorance, from that Form of Piety tSmhiand- 
ed them by GOD^ this Remedy was ap- 
ply*d by the Men of the great Synagogu^: 
^* E.fdras and his hundred and twenty Cbllegues; 
" That of this Kind there were eighteen Prayers 
or BenediBiottSj called, compofed, or appointed 
Prayers ; the three firll of thefe and the three 
laft refpefted the Glory of GOD> the 
** twelve intermediate, refpcded thefe principal 
" Things that were neceflary either for the 
^^ whole Peoj^le, or every particular Man. 

And tht learned Dr./&wwo»i^obferv€s,that our 
Saviour did fo dcfign his Prayer, as fet down 
ill St. Mattk vi. *' That the three firft Branches, 
** and the Conclufion, which may paf$ fbr other 
** three, «ferto the Glory of GOD, and the 
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vrhen on^ pame xmio him to be 4ired^ in th^ 
way to eternal Happinefs^ he readily mCiraAs 
him : Jf thou wik enter into Life keep the Comnuadds. 
According to the Importance of the Queftiohs, 
fo arc his Aiifwers ; from whence we may be^- 
iievc, and conclude, that the Requeft the i£r 
pofUes made to be infiruded in a Fovm ofPray^ir 
was very acceptable j and the Form our LORD 
prefcribed was mb&ferfeSl. And it^s worth our 
Confideration, that when the Difciples cam^ 
for an Increale of their Faith, St. Luke xvii. 5. 
Me gave them no Form of their Faith, but l^ft: 
that to be given to his Church thro* tlie Holy 
GboR. to be afterwards poured out uppn them i 
pixt that all the Chriftian World might put up 
their Defir?^ in the fame Words, and Ipeak the 
fame Lan'gua^, he frameth that Form and com- 
pleat Prayer , \vhif:h we call The LP KD^ s 
Prayer. He who is the' Word of the Father, 
who, as G OD, knew beft what Petitions would 
be plealing to GOD, and a$ he was- Man knew 
what Petitions were not'fuicable for* M(?n, pre- 
fcribed this incomparable Form, that ,we might 
have Hopes to obtain our Requefts, and \ be ac- 
cepted with our Heavenly Tatjier. St. Matth. 
Vi; 9. j\iter this manner pray ye : St. Luke xi. 2. 
'if^tn ye pray, fay, OUR FATHER. A Prayer 
vvhich is a moft compleat Form of it fdf^ and alfb 
^ moft ex a£i Rule znd Pattern, according to which 
;^I1 other Prayers fhould be made. 
^ This has beeii ufed in all Ages of the Church, 
lipt only as a common P^n of her Prayers anc| 
Service; biit as the chief and fundamental; the 
Ground whereupon flie builds, the.

I.ibail therefore anfwer the Objeftions of our 
Adverfaries, and fliew the Inconvenience of 
thecQnttary Piat^ice. 

Obj. Their fir ft grand Objeftion is, that pray- 
ing by a Form is a ftinting of the' Spirit. 

Anfia. If praying by a Form is ftinting the 
Spirit, then. CHRIST (tinted the Spirit by 
prefcribing the LORD's Prayer ^ which I have 
proved was appointed to be ufed as a Form ; but 
to fay Jtbisi would be abfurd. 

2. If he that prays the- common and known 
Prayer out of a Book flints the Spirit, then he 
that prays vCort^w^r^ftihts the Spirit of all that 
joyn with him ; for they /are limited to his 
Words and Scnfe, and fo his Prayer i$ a -Fbrwi to 
them. For if their Minds go along with- him, 
they pray the fame Prayers that he doth, and 
neither mone n.or lels.. .Now why jQiodld the 

People 
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Pcoj^ be tied to the Prayers of the Mki/ler, 
aod not rather to the Prayers of the Ciarcby pubr 
lick and known» compofed by the AQx&mcc oi 
the Spirit of GODy and fo better fluted to the 
Wants of a People than the extmfore Effufiom 
of any can pretend to be ? The extempt^e Srayex 
is alf orm to every one but the Perfon that fpeaks 
it, and is as much fiinting the Spirit^ as the 
Publick Common Prayer is> unlefs they will pre-^ 
tend to know befoce-band what he is to fay. 

3. The Phrafe of Stinting the ^irit is new 
and unheard ofj arid leems deviied only for this 
Purpofe, to perplex the Minds of the Ignorant 
and Doubtful That which comes neareft tp it 
in Sound or Signification is i The/, v. 15^. Quemh 
not the ^irit. Which is riot to be reftrained to 
the particular Dutj^ of Prayer, as if in that re*- 
fpeft .only the Spirit could be quenched, but 
that (as in the Good we do, is by the Holy Spi-* 
rit, w/^o, worketh in us hth ta wiB and *to doy we 
fail not to lay hold on all Opportunides to do 
what we are taught is our Duty.. A like place 
isEfh. iv. 30. Grieve mt the Hdy Spirit of Gody 
whereby ye are fealedunto theDaj f^ Redemption. 

Obj. A fecond Obje&ion. 1 O&r. xiv- 15, Iv)ill 
pray with the Spirit, and I wiB pray with the Under'* 
ftanding alfo^ 

Anfwer. It follows in the fame Verfe, / wtO 
fing with the Spirit, I will fing with the Underfian^ 
dii^ alfit. So that this Text makes no more 
for extempore Prayers thtsxextenipore Pfalms in the 
Senfe that pur Adverfaries contend for ; and it is 
indeed very ftrange that they Ihould take it for 
Prayers^ and not billow its Obligation to be as 
great with refpeft to Pfalms. 

If 
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If Set Fdrifls are not frdyini with tfic'-Splri t, 
neither arc David's PfahtSy many of which arc 
Icfs applicable to the Chriftian Worfliip than the 
approved Utur^ wo ufe. So that Jinging and 
0r/iyi»^ with the Spirit, muft fignify the Intenti- 
on,' Fervour,' and Devotion of the Spirit; iii 
Prayer and Praifes, that the Heart and* Aifc6d- 
dn$ accompany our Words and Expreffions, 
Drhich is the Life and Soul of the Sacrifice. 

2» When the Apoftles defired Ghrift to teach 
thdna to pray, he did not teach thciti to pray 6y 
the Sfirit in their Senfc, who think fpcaking ex- 
iemfare without Pre-meditation whatever comes 
into their Mind, only praying by the Spirit ; 
but he prefcribes them a Set Form, and having 
alfo inftruSed us th^t God is a Spirit, and that 
Jfuch as wor/hip him muff worjhip him in Spirit and 
in Truth ; we are aflured that praying by a FcnTH 
is not contrary to the Nature of a fpiritual 
Worihip, but that, thofe who pray with hearty 
JlffeBion and Eeal, pray by the Spirit in the Ufe 
ofc a Set Pbrm of Words. When ye pray, fay, OUR 
FARTHER J fo that the Set Form may be 
certainly prayed by the Spirit, elfe it had never 
been commanded to be ufed by our Saviour 
CHRIST. 

To pray by the Spirit fignifies thefe two 
things. 

I. The Infpiratibn of Words and Matter, 
i, Pet. i. 2 1 . 'The Prophecy came not of Old time by 
the WiU of Man : but holy Men of God fpake aa 
they v:ere moved by the Holy Ghofi. In this Senfe 
no doubt many did pray and Jing in the pqblick 
Aflfcmbly during the continuance of the Gifts 
of Tongues and Miracles. Thtul:

' \. Praying by fche'Spirit fignxfies \6 i^Yay by 
the pireftion and Affiftance of the Spiirit: Jud^

So tnat praying 
by the Spirit is with the Ajjifiance of the* Spirit^ 
the inward Motions and Impulfes thereof, carry- 
ing forth our AffeSions with Zeal and Ferven- 
cy, farther than Nature enables them ,• and fo the 
holy Spirit may be faid to be the Authof of our 
Prayers, becaufe, he it iS that' cleanfes the 
Thoughts of the Heart, raifts . the Affeftioni 
bf the Soul, and fanftifie'th Soul . and Bodyi 
to be a livif^ Sacrifice acceptable to God. 

The Apoftle witneflfes that every :idoptefl 
Child of GOD hath the Promife^ of thefe 
Affiftances of the Holy Ghofi, that when he ap^ 
plies his Heart to fe'ek the Lord and Call upont 
his Name, the holy Spirit by his Grace ena^ 
bles him to make powerful Supplications witl^ 
Sighs and Groans which cannot be uttered. 
Gal. iv. 6. And becatife ye are SonSy Grbd hath feni 
forth the Spirit of his Soil into your Hearts^ crying 
Abba^ Futheri 

The Spirit of Prayer confifts in a ferment Ap^ 
jrtication of the Mind to the thing defired, 
and to God of whoiii' we defire to obtain it. 
And God will as fopn hear us. when we draw 
liear to him with Words of a publick Compo- 
fure, as our own^ if our Heart be equally prefeni. 
Every good Chriftiati is not able to conceive a 

H Praj'tr 



Prayer of his ffwtiy who yet can pray fervently 
and heartily by a Form. 

And as for the fuhlick Prayers in a Congrega- 
tion, it's certainly miich more reafonable that 
the Minifter fliould be regulated hy the Church, 
that I C^r. iv. Z^. "fhe Spirit of the ProphetT 
Jhould befiihje^ to the ProphetSy than that the whok 
Congregation fliould be ffintedhy his private ^rit. 
In this great Affair the publick Worlhip, the 
Command of the Apoftle fhould take place, 
I Cor. xiv. 26. Let aU things be done to edifying. 
And certainly when a Congregation is well in- 
flrudedin a,. weB compofed Liturgy, a Form of found 
.iVords fuited to the feveral Parts of Chriftian 
Worjhipy^ they come before-hand prepared to 
joyn v/ith their Tongues and Hearts, and fuch 
Service is mote properly their Common SuppHca- 
tionsy and the Prayers of every particular Perfon 
who joyns in them than the extempore Prayers of 
the Minifter, of which they know nothing till 
they hear them pronpunccd ,• for if they heard 
them from him before, they become a Formy 
and then the Queftion will not be // Set Forms 
arela'wfuly but .which is the befiFormHhdXoi the 
Churchy or this private Perfon.

Having now ^ftablilhed the Lawfulnefs an4 
Expediency of Set. Forms from the Pradice o£ 
the ^eviijh and Chriflian Churches, from the holy 
Scriptures of the Old and New Tefiament, the Prac- 
tice of holy Men before Chriflj from the Precept 
and Example of our Blejfefi Lord^ and anfwered 
fuch Objedions as are ufually brought by the Ad- 
verfaries of Order and the Form rf Sound tVords 
we are commanded to keep to; lihall proceed 
tp (hew the uncontefted Pra&ice of the Chrir 
flian Church from the Days of our Saviour to this 
frefent time. 

That the Chriftijjn Church,- generally in all 
Ages ^nd Places hath made ufe of Pubiick and 
Sft'Fornfs q( Prayers, appears by the Liturgies- 
yet extant; whereof fome bear the Names of the 
Apoftles, as of St. 5^^w^x and St. Peter; fome 
of the Greek Fathers, as St. Chryfofiom and St. 
Bi^l'y fome of the Z/iriw Fathers, a,s St. Amirofe, 
St. Gregory, and St, IJidore, as we. may fee from 
]^gefif^m% ^uRin Martyr, TeituSian, the Laodicean 
^^Miievitan Councils,6v. JhcApoftle St.James, 

from 
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from his Liturgy for the firft Chriftians at yerujh^ 
leniy was called Liturgical i the Latin Church 
t^kes her Liturgy froiji St. Peter^ the fame with 
that of St. Clemmty which he hath in the Apo- 
iftolical Conftitutions. St. Dionxf. declares the 
Parts, Rites, and Ceremonies of the Liturgies in 
thofe times. St. Jufiin Martyr y St. Cyprian, St. 
EpiphanifUy St. Cyril of Jerufalem, and others of 
thofe primitive Times do mention the moft prin- 
cipal Parts of this Littirgy, and the Liturgies of 
St. \4^irofe and St. Gregory are grounded on it. 

In the Greek Church the Liturgies of St. Bafil 
and St. Chryfiffiojn are now in ufe. Preclus Bifbop 
of CpHfiamiwpie, An. 4|<^- in his Book de tradt- 
time diving Liturgia, amrmfi thiat many irtime- 
diate Succeffors of th^ Apoftles did explain the 
Myfterics* of the Liturgy; amongft others he 
names 5t. Clement y and iells us that St. Bajil the 
Great, about the Year 370 compiled his Utur- 
gyy and about jo Years after St, Chryfifhrn pub- 
li^ed hisv He treats largely of' both, affirming 
alfo, that as St. Bafil did' rather cohtraft the 
precedent Liturgies^ fo St. Chryfofidm did con- 
tra<&:' or abbreviate St. BafiFs for the Eafe of 
the People, and that both did take their - Plat- 
form from what they had received from the Afar 
ftUs 2XiAi)xeit Su€ce0^ And the faidPr^c/wx, 
who lived' but 30 Tears after St. Chryfifioniy ex- 
• pounds-every Part of tlifem, and (hews that they 
were not newly invented, but that whatever was 
found in the Subftance, Rites, Ceremonies-, or 
Parts of them, was alfo to be found in the o- 
ther Writings of the fame Holy Fishers. ' The

The Uturgy of St. Mark is made ufe of in the 
Church of Alexandria to this very time, on fome 
certain Days. The Uturgy of St. James is cited 
by the General Council in IruSo, zrevS^K.-ny, to 
confute that Error of the Armenians ( who 
through a Miftake of fome Words of St. Chryfo^ 
flomy wherein he condemns the Herefy of the 
HydrofaraBata who adminiflred the Eucharifi 
only in IVater) were accuftomed to hold, the 
oppofite Cxtreme> and adminifter ao uwningled 
Chalice only Wine. The Council declares, that 
it was the Cuftom of Holy Chryfofiom in his 6wn 
Church, to celebrate in this mixt Cup of Wine 
and Water^ according to the consentient Cu- 
ftom of the whole Catholick Church, and fays, 
that " Jamesy the Brother of our Lard Chriff, 
*^ according to the Flelh, to whom the Epifco- 
" pal Throne of the Church of Jerufylem was 
*^ committed, and Bafily the Biihop of Cafaria, ' 
*' who was famous all over the World, had in 
^* their feveral liturgies taught and prefcribcd

St. Cyrily {a) Bifliop of yemfalenty Ann* 350. 
who had been at the Firft General Couticfl of 
Niccy gives us an Abftraft of the Liturgy tten in 
ufe, which Was that of St, James before cited. 
" Therefore do we recite this Seraphick The- 
^^ ology delivered to us, that in that caelcihal 
" Hyninody we may communicate with the 
" Hemenly Hofl, and thus by fuch kind of 
*^ Hymns fandifying our felves, we fray the 
" moft benign God, that he will fend out his 
** holy Spirit upon the propofited Elements, 
that it may make the Bread the Body of Chrifty 
and the Wine the Blood of Chrift. For certain- 
ly, whatever the Holy Spirit doth touch, it 
is fanftified and changed. Then after that 
fpiritual Sacrifice, that unbloody Worfiiip is 
** done (that is, after Confecration and Oblation, 
in Commen^oration of the Pajjion of Chrifi) over 
that very Hoft of Propitiation do we obfecrate 
•* God for the common Peace of the Churches ; 
** for the Tranquillity of the World, for Kings, 
" for their Armies and Confederates, for the 
" Sick and AiHifted, and in fine for all who 
** need help. We cotHmemorate alfo ' thofe who 
** have feUen afleep before \xi. Firft the Patri- 
** archs. Prophets, Apoftles, Martyrs, that 
** God at their Prayers and Deprecations would ac- 
cept ours. Then we pray for the Holy Fa- 
thers and Bifhjops deceafed ; and laftly for aH 
who are deceafed amongft us, believing it to 
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*^ be a ven^ great Kfelp to the Souls, for whom 
^^ the dkficnnicH cff that tremendous Saerifi:e, 
^ which is placed on the Akar^ is offered. 

I have been the longer in this Quotation, be- 
cawfe it fo folly reptefents the Liturgy of the An- 
ticnts' at that time ; agreeable to which the Zi- 
tur^ef of this prefcftt time ought to be examin- 
ed and reformed^

St. I£ffolituSy Bilhop and Martyr, who filter- 
ed A. 230. in his Book concerning Atttkhrift^ 
makes the Abolition of Liturgies a Mark of A»^ 
tichrifiy and confequent of his Coming ; for he 
^ysy '' Then Cbatehcs fhall be made like Su- 
^' bles ; the pxecious Body and Blood of Chrift 
ihall not bie had 1 Uturgies fhall be extinguilh* 
ed ; the iingiag of Pfalms fhall ceafe ; the 
reading of the Scripture ihall not be heard,.

Account of LiturgieSy of .the Ambrojian ufed at 
JMSlaUy the Mncarabick ufed in «S]^/im, and that 
Part of France called GaSia Narhnenfis, I am 
told the Mffzutrabick is ufed in ibme particular 
Churches in the City of Toledo at thiij Day. 
Dr^Uojfdy late Bi0xop of TVorcefiery in his Hifto- 
rical Account . of the Church Government of Bri- 
tain, mentions their having the Liturgy called 
Curjus GaBorum of St. Martin Bifhop of Tours 
inFrancey who died 401. Ihzt Ninian fawSr. 
Martin in his Journcy^ to Rmey and lived fome- 
time with him ; he afterwards introduced his 
Discipline into Scotland and England^ where Ve- 
nerable Bede tells us there was an old Church 
at Canterbury dedicated to St. Martin, whilft the 
Romans lived in Britain. Adamn. in vita Columb^ 
fays, he brought his Abnafiick Inftitution into the 
Ide of Hy, where in the Sunday Offices there 
was wont to be a Prayer in Commemoration of 
St. Martin. That this GaSorum Curjus was ufed 
every where in Britain. Vid. IJffer. de Primord. 
Eccl. Brit. p. 34 J* 

I might adduce a great many Teftimonies to 
prove the ufc of Liturgies in latter Ages, but 
this being acknowledged by our Adverfaries, 
we fliall now Sum up the Evidence, that it may 
appear whether I have fiifficiently proved what 
I undertook, viz. That the Church of God in 
aU Ages had Liturgies or Set Forms of Prayer, 
&c. vjhich they made ufe of in their publick IVorJhif. 

That the Jrvjijb Ciipch had fuch I have pro-

vcd from the Qli Teftament> and fcom die Nem 
that the Church in our Saviour's time had fuch ; 
and for the Ages immediately following, efteem-* 
ed mod pure, I have brought the TeAiiaqiiies 
of moA holy Bifhops and Martyrs who lived in 
tiiem : So that according to the famous Golden 
Rule of (^) Vincentius Lyrinenfisj hcioQ always ^ eve- 
ry where, and conftamiy ufed, they have all thofe 
Qiialificarions that are necelTary to elLabliih s^ ' 
Truth, 4nd fuch as nothing but a Schifinaticd 
Oppofition to Orthpdo:?cy and good Order can | 
contradift. Have w^ any better Authority di 
extra for the Scriptures, to diftinguifh thofe 
that are Canonical trom fuch as are not, but the 
Tcftimony of the Church ? Was it not by th^ 
^Evidence of the Fathers that our firfl tsefirmers 
placed fuch Books in the Clafs of Apocryfbal^ as 
had not the Qualification of others ? St. Hierom 
iays, Hac funt qua Patres intra Camncm conclufe* 
r^my thefc are the Writings which the Fa- 
thers have concluded within the Canon : And 
Ruffinm, Hac nobis a fatribus tradita, thefe 
are delivered to us by the FathcFS. If the 7e- 
fiimony of the Fathers was of fuch Prevalence in 
{o great a Matter as to fettle (primarily at 
leaft) the Canon of Scripture, upon which the 
Chrifiian Religion fo much depcndeth, I think it 
ought to have the fame Weight in the prefent 
Controverfy and all others, where this Rule of 
Vniverfalityy Jntiquity, and Confent can take 
place. . ' 

To the fame purpofe is the Rule given by 
(b) St. Augufiin. " We arc not to doubt, or

^^ ny Ag^s, by no means is to be efleemed 
^* vain, i^t profitable, pleafing to God, and 
f^ very much conducing to our Salvation. 

And thus I hope I have proved what I under* 
took, according to the foregoing Rules, and fhall 
now draw thefe neceifary Conclujtons from the 
Prcmifles. (i.) That *$!^ Forms of Prayer are 
fo far from being unUvutfuh that they have both 
Divine znd Afofiolical Authority for them. (2.) 
That Set Forms of Prayer are no part of Popery^ 
except Popery be a general Term for all Religi- 
on, Jewifh and Chriftian, Natural and Revealed. 
(3 •) That the Reafons which made them at firft 
necejfary, continue to be of equal If orce now. Viz. 
That the Prayers of the Unskilful might be oj perfeSi 
as thofe of the moft Eloquent. I miy add another, 
that thofe unguarded, nay even unchriftian Peti- 
tions, too frequently ufed in puWick Worfliip, 
might be prevented. 

In the Account I have given of the Englijh Li'- . 
turgy in the foregoing Z>f^er, I have not faid any 
thing of the Ftrfi Liturgy compofed in the begin- 
ning ot King Edward the Vlth's Reign, which 
in all its Parts is dcfenfible againft the Charge 
of Popery, as might be fhew'd if there were 
Occafion. The Book being very fcarce, and in 
the Hands only of a few, I have thought pro- 
per to take jfpme Notice of it here, at leaft in 
lome confiderable Points, wherein it diflfers 
from the Second now ufed, and thereby it wiU 

appear. 



appear, how careful the Compilers of the Second 
were, to have it pung;ed of every thing that 
could be complain'd of to look like Popery^ ex- 
posing hereby to fatisfy the moil fcnipulous 
tencbr Confciences ; and in thefe Compliances 
it's probable they went too hx from the Stan- 
4ard of Antiquity, and farther .than the Pia- 
QAst ci the Primitive Church would bear them 
out. However it may be f^id, if the Defig^n was 
goodj the Efeii wfts not anfwerable. 

In general, the Difierence between King Ed- 
npqrd^s Brff ffimrgj^ anfl the frefim^ confifts in 
many Things v!?ry material, as mxing Water 
with the Euichari^ck JVtne ; making the Sign 
of ^e Crt^fs in the Confecration, widi an Invo* 
cation of the HqIj Gboft; to make the Bread and 
Wine the Body and Blood of Chrift, in which the 
Etfence of Confecration feems to confift. And 
therefpre the Judicious Compilers of our Scots 
Liturgy^ idjtf. reftored thofe Words, and fome 
other Things in the Communion Qifice, which 
the pjefept Englijb Liturgy Teems to want ; as 
chiefly the making an Oblation of the Sc^crifice 
after it is duly confecrated^ and that before the 
Participation or Communion of the Faithful. The 
Words of Diftribution are Primitive, withqut the 
additional Form of Cofnmemoration, which toO 
much favours the Sacramcntarian Doctrine. This 
is likewife reftored in our Scott Liturgy. In the 
Office of Baptifin, according toiling Edwanfs 
Firft Liturgj^, Exorcifm is wied, and the Infant 
i$ anointed after dipping thrice, and has the ChryT 
fom or white Garment put upon it. The Bifliop 
is to crofs the confirmed Pcrfon in the Forehead. 
Bracelets and Jewels are given in Atdtrimony, as 
Tokens of Efpoufage, and the married Perfon^ 
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bleffed with the Siffi of the Crofs. The fick Pe^• 
ion, upon Defire, is to be aminted m the i^re* 
bead and Breafi. The Prieft to caft Earth upon 
the Corps in burying the Dead, and to recwir 
mend his Sml to God. The. churched Woman 
was to oiler up hQtChryfom, and kneeling, crof- 
(ing, holding up of Hands, knocking upon the 
Breaft, and other Poihires, are permittea to be 
ttfed^ or left, as every Man^s Devotion fervetb, 
without Blame. 

Thus ftood the Ftrfl Liturgy^ in thefe and ma- ' 
nv other Particulars, much more agreeable to 
the Primitive Standard than thcp-efent ; and thus 
it might hav*e continued, if the pragmatical 
meddling of Foreigners had not de&c d its Beau- 
ty ; Fpreigners ! whofe Influence has ever been 
pernicious to our Afiairs both in Church and 
State. The Marks of Zuinglian ^d Calvinifiick 
Fraftices yet remaining, too deeply impreifed 
on our Solemn Offices, fave me the Trouble of 
farthei; Proofs in this Particular : Could we but 
fo eafily vindicate our Liturgy from too much 
{ymbolizing with their own Novelties, a$ from 
their falfe and reproachful Charge of Popery, we 
fiiould have lefs; Occafion to make Appeals to 
the one^ or Apologies to the other.

Dodrines to bribe their Compliance, no longer 
making a Complement of the Decifions of Com- .

Afoftolical tradition for their Praftice, 'and are 
found as early in the Records of Antiquity^ as

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If it fboald be here obje&ed^ That there is 
mention of a Sacrifice and Oblatim in the Sectmd 
UtUYgy. Firft in the Prayer for C*rj/iV Churchy 
wherein we befeech God ta accept Oftt jSItiHt 
8n& ^MatiOttlt (if we have made any) and 
again, in the Poft Communion^ VKe Wxzt^ t^t 

tQ accipt tWwt dactifice of ^^iCe and CfianiO^ 

gifains^ It is plain that neither of tbefe have 
refpeft to the proper Evangelical Sacrifice^ which 
it's prefum'd we defign t]ien to conmtemarate in 
Union with the whole Church of Chrift : For thefe 
are not the New Sacrifice or Pure Offering pro- 
phecy 'd of; thefe are fuch Sacrifices as Men 
have been taught both by natural and reveafd 
Religion to offer ; Tythes and Qblations were 
both before and under the hm^ Jews and Hea- 
them paid thefe Acknowledgments to the Al- 
mighty Sovereign of Heaven and Earth ; and 
where Chiftianity is not yet known^ fuch Dona- 
tives are made at this Day. Tht Lay Chrifiian^ 
* in his Clofet, is bound to make a daily Offering i 
of himfelf to GOD's Service, and to confume i 
his own Selj-wiU and AffeSlionsy as a Holocauft to 
the Praife of his Grace; and everyone, accord- 
ing to his Ability, is bound to do goody and di- 
ftribute to the Wants of his Fellow-Creatures, 
for that God is picafed with fuch Sacrifices. But 
thefe fall infinitely ftiort of that Sacrifice which i 
GOD prepared for himfelf, that, in and through \ 
which, the others have Merit and Acceptance 
with him. What are our Alms and Oblations^ 
but a little of that Abundance which he him- 
felf gives us? What are our Souls, but the 
Sinful Inhabitants of Flefli ? And our Bpdies, but 
polluted Tabernacles > both lefs innocent, and 
confequently lefs fit for ^n Offering to the Ho- 
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ticft of Holies, than a Lamb or a Dove ? The 
C^hnMzn Sacrifice then, as it is the Inftitution 
of Chrift the Sou of God, the Sacrifice of that moft 
^lejjed Body which was affumcd into one Pfrfon 
with GOD himf(?lf, muft be mor^ tranfcending 
and excellent thajj alj that went before, which 
were but Figures, Types and Shadows, of what 
it is the Suiftance and Antitype, It is not then 
the internal Sacrifice, which every Chriftian is 
bound to oflibr, by the Spiritual Priefihood he par- 
takes in Virtue of the Myftical Union with 
Chrift his Head ; thefe are tlie Conditions, Qua- 
lifications, and Concomitants of a worthy Of" 
ferer : but it confifts in doin^ what Chrift ap- 
pointed and authorifed his Mmifters to do, when 
^he faid. Do this in Commemoration of me i and. 
As' often as ye eat this^ Sec. The Apoflle St. 
Paul, in his Epiftle to the Hebrews, Iheweth the 
Tranflation of the Church, the Change of Sacri-- 
fices, and the Appointment of a more honoura- 
ble Priefihood, in regard of the more excellent 
Sacrifice of the Evangelical Difpenfation ; and 
particularly Chap. xiii. lo. JVe have an SiU 
tat (a)^ whereof they have no Power to eat who 
ferve the Tabernacle ; This cannot be reftrained 
to fignify the Crofs in a metaphorical Senfe, for 
the Particle {have) denotes fomething prefent, 
and oppofed to the Tabernacle, as (eating) is 
here oppcrfed to the real and proper eating of the 
^ejis at their Legal Sacrifices. And fpeaking o¥ 
the Priefihood, Chap. v. he fays. Every High- 
Priefi taken from among Men, is ordained for Men 
in Things pertaining to GOD, that he may^ offer both 
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Gifts and Sacrifices for Jfwx.— — And m Manr ta- 
' ketb this Honour to himfelj\ bm he that is catted of ' 
God. Aa/^eav« (taketb) in the prefent Tenfe, 
agreeable to. which the ^ords are ftiU ufe4 
againft thofe who Jmril^gioufly ufiirp . the Priejls 
Office I an^ as the Senfe pi Scripure is beft found 
amongft the early Writers, fo we xnay fee all 
^t prtTHitive Fathers agreeing in thisDodrine of 
Sacrifice and Priefthood^ vihich CHRIST hath 
appointed to continue in his Church till his Se<;pnd 
Coming ^ ph^y fp^^^^ of them in thempft fub- 
lime and lofty Terms. St, Ckmein cal}s the Ho- 
Jy Eucharift the My^y of the New 7efia?9iint. 
St. l-enaus calls it the Isfew Oblation of the f^ew 
Tefiament. St. Cyprian^ the fure Oblation of the 
2Vhu offering in the New' Lap ; the vital ajfid un- 
polluted Hoil, the honourable and drej^dml Sa- 
frrifice, the Sacrifice of Eucharift c«: Thank%i-j 
ying : In fine, a Sacrifice wiiich fucceeds all the ] 
Sacrifices of the Old Law, and comprehpHds 
all bifference of Sacrifices. Both he and Ter- 
tuBian uiually call it a Sacrifice and Oblation^ and 
JOQminicumj u e. our Lord's Sacrifice. St. Cyril 
calls it the Holy, Unblppdy, and LifSf-giving 
Sacrifice in the Churph. So St. Efiphamm, St- 
Hieroniy St. Chryfofiome^ and St, Augujiin fpcak of 
it as a Myftery full of Wonder,, with mpft high 
Elpgies of Praife and Admiration. 

So likewife the Fathers foeak of the Pri^ Us of 
the Evangelical Law as orPerfoiK ordaiqed t^ 
pflFer this oacrifice. 

St. Ignatim the Mar^ (b) fays, *' That it is 

not lawful to offer c^ make Sacrifice without 

the Bifliop> /. e. without his Leave. 
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St. ^i^iH Martyr^ (c) ** God does not re* 
" ceivc Hofts from any <Mie, but from his 
'' Priefts, in whom CHRIST JESUS did give 
^* us 3XLSacrifi:efi which ate done in hid Name; 
*^ thit is^ in the Eutharifi of the JBrf ^ rf .and the 
^- Cupy which Ghriftians offer in all Places. ' 

St.C)g?r. (d) *'As JESUS CJIRIST our 
^* LORD and GO D> the High-Prieft, did 

^* firft* offer himfelf a Saerifice to his Fdther, and 

^^ command this to be done in his Commemo- 

^* ration, fo the PrieU truly executes CHRISTTs 

^' Place, and imitating that which CHRIST 

^^ did, oflets the true and period Sacrifice in 

^* the Church to GOD the Father, in- doing. 

^^ according to what he has feen CHRIST 

^' JESUS to 0%. And elfewhere, (e) ** Cer- 

^* taihly the Prieft holds truly the Place of

The Holy Fathers in the Firft Council of 
fOice, A, D. 325. (f) It is reported to the Coun- 
cil, that in fame Plates and Cities the Deacons air 
minified the Sacrament to Priefls : Neither Rule mr 
Cuftom hath deliver dy that thofe who have not Pow^ 
er to offer Sacrifices, Jhouldgive it to them who offer 
Chrift's Body. 

The Third Council of Carthage hath this Ca- 
non (g) ; " In the Sacrament of the Body and 
* ' Blood of our Lord, nothing more is to be of-. 
f * feredy than what our Lord himfelf hath de-

1 (hall conclude this Head with the Words of 
the learned Bifhop Sparrow, in his Rationale^ of 
the Word Prieft. « Bcfides thefe Spiritual Sa- 
*' cfifices nientioned, the Minifters ot the Gofpel 
•* have another Sacrifice to offer, viz. the unbloody 
** Sacrifice, as it was anciently called, thfe Comr 
^* memrafive Sacrifice of the Death of CHRIST; 
^ which does as really and truly Ihew forth the 
« Death of CHRIST, as thoic Sacrifices under 
^^ the Law did forefhew it ; and in refpeft of 
*' this Sacrifice of the Eucharifi, the Antients 
^' have ufually called thofe that offered it up 
Priefts. And if Melchiz^edch was called a 
Prieft (as he is often by St. Paul to the 
Hebrews) who yet had no other Sacrifice that 
we read of, but that of Bread and Wine, why 
** may not they, whofe O^e it is to blefs the 
Pfop/^, as Melchizedech did, and befides tkat 
to offer that /foi^ J5r^/2i ^«i Wine, the JSaijr 
** and Blood of CAr;/?, of which his Bread and 
^/»^ was at the moft but a Ttyp^y be as truly 
and without Offence call'd Priep alfo ? 
I have been the longer on this, as it is of the 
gre'atcft Concernment to the moft principal Part 
of our religious Worjhip ; the unbloody Sacrifice of 
the Altar being the Mean, by which the bloody 
Sacrifice on the Crofs, which was offered for the 
Sins of the whole World, is particularly apply'd 
to every one of the Faithful for their Salvation. 
And our Pious Reformers ftrew'd great Regard to 
this, when they enjoyn'd the Celebration of it 
by fuch a Form, as the Liturgies of all Churches 
iand Ages agi;ce ixi^ as the Effemial of Holy 
' . Worihipj

Worihip; that is, by invocatmg the Holy Ghoji 

\ to make the ELEMENTS the Body and Blood 

of CHRIST, and afterwards making a Solemn 

I Oblation of this Sacrifice to GOD, obfecrating 

i and befeeching him, by the Merits of CHRIST s 

Death, which we then commemorate, to accept 

our Perfons and Service, to give us Remiffion of 

our Sins, 'and Lije Eternal ; and making Inter- 

ceffions at the fame time for the luhole Church, 

the myftical Body of CHRIST, both for the 

Living, and for the Faithfid that reft in Hope. 

By what evil Influence this primitive Form 
came to be mutilated, and the Prayer of Oblation 
placed after the Diftribtition, it is not my Bufi- 
nefs to determine ; but that it has been Matter 
of moft ferious Regret, to all that have made 
due Refledion on (uch DeJeEls, is plain by what 
has been faid by the moft eminent Writers ivL 
all Times fince. I fhall give one Inftance which 
comes full home to. the Point, and that from 
the Learned and Judicious Mr. Thomdike (h), 
where he fays, " It is no found Part oi GO D's 
*^ Church, that obfcrves not the Laws of the 
^* whole Church ,* and that if the Eucharift be 
not confecrated by the Means, by which the 
Church from the beginning hath always confe- 
crated it, it is not celebrated in the Unity of 

'^ CHRIS Ts Church. And a little after, 

" That the Words o( Inftitution are not bperatory 

^^ in changing the Elements into the Body and Blood 

of CHRIST, but that it is to be executed, 

and always hath been, by the . Ail of the 

Church, upon GO D's Word of Inftitution, 
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The ISxmxi^^mu^r with the BuchariftiA 
Wme, as itfsenjoyn'd hythfeFirft Liturgy; 2 
a^o agrecjble to the Prafticc of the ^iZ 
Church, j,&,«jr, and et/ary -mhere. It i, g^^ 
tally held to be an Apoftolieal "Ttz.£^Z

bur Souls to God. And it is cxprcffivc arid 
fignificant of our Saviour's Paffion, as it rc- 
t>reients the Blood and ff/^er that flpvvcd' from 
his Side when it was pierced mth a Spear j and 
therefore in the Greek Churchy the Prieft pour- 
ing in both the jff^ne and the fPater at the fame 
time into the Chah'ce, pronounceth thefe Words, 
And forthwith ijfu^d out Blood and Watery St. ^oh. 
xix. 3 4. . To this purpofe St. Chryfofi. (a) "ihat 
which is in the Chalice is that which flowed from his 
Side. And St. Aug, (b) Take this in the Bread 
which hung on the Crofs i take that in the Cup which 
Pw?dfromthe Side of CHRIST. TheMyftery 
is certainly better rcfprefented in a mixt than ah 
unmixt Cup, and the uninterrupted Praftice of 
the Church, built upon Apofiolical Tradition and 
Precept, as the forementioned Council did de^ 
termine, feeitts to argue moft ftrongly for it. 

In the Fgrff Uiurgyy in the Aftion of Confe^ 
cyu&ioHy the Elements were Jigned with the Orojs ; 
and why figning with the Crofs fhould be retain- 
ed in Baptifnti and ofmitted in the other Saara^ 
mentj I cannot atpprchend, the Praftice for the 
one being as Antient as for the other^ from the 
moft early Timesi St. Cyprian (c) faith, The 
Church doth all the SACRAMENTS by Virtue 
of the CROSS; nothing, can be fanBif^d^ nothing 
confecrated without the Crofs. And St. Chryfoftom, 
(d) All Things which conduce to our Sahaticn are 
confunnhated by the Crofs : For wheH'we are regehe^ 
rated {Baptized ) the Crofs of our Lord is prefent.

With- 
out which Sign, either in the Forehead of the 
Believers, or in the Water wherein they are 
baptizedy or in the Oyl with which they are 
anointed, or in the Chriftn when they are cw 
firmedy or in the Sacrificej whereby we arc fcd, 
nothing of them is rightly done, 
I Ihall add one Teftimoriy more out of Tirml' 
lian ((), Caro J^natur ut anima muniatur^ which 
defcribes.the Pradice of the Chriftians of his 
Time ; " We /^» our Forehead) with the Sig^ 
" of the Crofs at our Progrefs and "Motion, at 
*^ our going forth and coming in, at our put- 
" ting on our Cloaths and Shoes, at • waihing 
*^ our Hands, at Tabl^, at the ' coming of the 
^* Lights, going to our Beds, and fitting down, 
.^^ and to whatfoever we turn our felyes. 

I might add a great many Teftimonies out 
o( the early Fathers, St. ^gnatiusy St.^uftm Atartyr^ 
Origen^ St, Cyril of Jerufalemy Eufehim in the 
Life of Conftantine, &c. who" all bear witnefs to 
the religious Ufe of the Sign oj the Crofs^ as the 
Chriftians Trophy againft the Power of the 
Prince of this tVorld, but ihall forbear it; the 
Enfigns and Banners under which we fight, the 
Diadems and Coins of all Chriftian Princes bear 
witnefs to the conflant Ufe of it i I hope there 
are none fo fond of G)ntradiclion, as to give up 
thofe early Ages in which it was prafiifed for 
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Times of IPogttjf, or to aflfert that Conftantina 
the firfi Chriltian Em]?cror, who extirpated Zfo- 
latryy did only change it, and introduce anQ- 
ther, when he fet up that Salmary Sign in all 
Parts of his Dominims. 

In the Ftrft Uturgy^ botlji in the Euchariftich 
Servicey and Ojffice^ fir Burial of the Dead, they 
made a Co?nme?noratton of Saints, and frayed in, 
feme proper JFhrms for the Souls of the Faithftd 
deceafed ; which Commemoration was agaia 
brought in, on the Review after the RESTOr 
JRATION; but the reftraining Qaufe of Mili- 
tant an Earth was left, which little favoured this. 
Con;imemoration , and manifeflly excluded thg 
Catholick PraAice of Prayers for our Brethren. 
departed. This Corruption of the ftrft Liturgy^ 
and the woful Deficiency in the moft Solemn 
Service of the frefent, is what has been all along 
lamented by the pious and learned of the Reformed 
Churches. I fliall not therefore need po back t6 
the early PraEh'ce of the Church for Teftimonies 
to this important Truth, the Liturgies of all Ages, 
the Writings of all the Fathers, the uninterrupt- 
ed Praftice of it in the Greek and Latin Churches, 
are irrefragable Witneflfes i nor is there any Ufage 
of Icfs interrupted Continuance than this, fq 
that in Fifteen Hundred Years there never ap-r 
peared any that oppofed it, fave one Aerins,' who 
was therefore branded with the infamous Note 
of a Heretick, particularly by St. Efifhanim and 
St. Augujiin. 

St. Efifhanim, Bifliop of Salantis, the Aletro-^ 
polis of the Ifle of Cyprm, one well ftudied in 
Hiiefiis^ and in all the Dodrines of the Church, 
thus taxes that bold Heretick in his Anfwer 
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fo him : (g) " As for reciting the Names o£ 
^* thofe whp are deceafed, and praying fw them 
*^ in tjhp Sacred Oblations, what can be bet- 
** ter than this ? What more commodious, ^^hat 
*' more admirable, than that fuch as are here-' 
at prefent, fhould beheve that they who are 
departed, and abfent from the Body, -do 

live ? This doth the Church neccffiarily 

perform, as having received it by Tradition 

** from the Fathers. And who knows* thefe 

^^ Things beft ? Either this poor /educed JFeffovj, 
f' who is but newly Jprungufy and now living 
5* amongft us, or they who were Witness be- 
** fore us, and who held the fame Traditions in 
*' the Church which they had learned from their 
AncefiorSy as ,the Church to this Day obferves, 
even the true and fincere Faith, which it re- 
*' ceived with the Traditions from the Father^? 

Thus does the learned Father proceed in re- 
futing this peftilent Heretick, who was. an ill 
]^lan in the Judgment of ail ; for being proud 
and conceited, and miffing of a Bilhoprick, he 
quarrelled not only at diverfe Praftices in the 
Churchy but at Epijcofacy it felf, and fo was de- 
iervedly chaftifed by the Pen of thofe famous 
iFathers, in whpfe Time he liv'd. So that if 
Prayers for the Dead were never oppofed liut once^ 
and that by one only Perfon, for the fpace of 
Fifteen Hundred Years, and that Perfon be ftig- 
piatized for a Heretick by the general Voice of 
the Catholick Writers, it will become us to be 
very carpful that we condemn not a Catholick 
DoBriney pr efpoufe a condemned H^efy^ or 
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fchifinatically divide our felves in this Fta&ice 
fipom the CathoUck Churchy which has fo confnf 
tiemly maintained this ia their Belief and Prar^ 
Bice in every Age. 

My Bufinefs therefore is not to produce Te- 
flimonics for the belief of Prayers jcr the Dead; 
all the Liturgies and Fathers^ all Antiquity beiiig 
fo full of it ; but to put our Adverfaries on the 
Proof of its bieing unlawjul Can they fliew a- 
ny Tefiimony againu it, fiom any but zHsretickf 
Is it contrary to any Command of. Serif ture f Is 
it not inwceut and free from all Appearance . of 
Evil ? Is it not agreeable to the Rul6s of Charity , 
^eafoHy and Retigion^ the Light of Nature and' 
. Revelation i Is it not the Pradicci of the Jeivs at 
this Day ? Was it not their Praftice in the Time 
of our Saruiimry and never reprehended by HIM 
gr any of his Apfiles I And to conclude, if 
Prayers for the Dbad be Pofery^ and an Error, 
then the whole Catholick Church, from the Se- 
cond Century downwards, has been f>0|{C(), has 
been mifled, and in the Pradice of an. Error; 
and is not this to ferve ^opetp with a witnefs, 
to give them up all Ages of Chriftianity, and 
ootttequently CO make our Separation more jufti*- 
fiable ? 

But if the moll Eminent amongft the Refor- 
med Churches have claimed this Doctrine as 
PROTESTANT, and belonging to com- 
mon Chriftianity, as Catholick and Orthodox, 
and confequently no part: of Popery {zs Popery is 
vulgarly . taken to fignify a Corruption of the 
Faith) then it will appear our Duty to aflfert it, 
however negleded by fome, and reproached by 
others; and by all the Obligation can be laia 
on us by pur Faith of a (CattloUck C()Urt]^> and 
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CMnillttnl0II of iBtMUy in JMon with the am and 
thti0$bery bath itfbich. z» Parts o£ the O >i £ 
£Q^>>o^O^!/i tOvdf dare and viodicate this our 
Belief from the calumnious Chafges of ouc Ad- 
vef&rks, that they may no loD^er have it in*' 
^dick ffoweff to deUide the Simple or Ignocant 
widh Words of a fright&L Sounds and Spine 
them up to the QppofitioQ of eveiy thing that is 
frJTmtivs3od.Cmii9lickvriththQCTy of|PO|tt^^ 
amOQgft vrhich tbore is npt any thimg th#t ia 
m^gax ]£ftcem is reckoned iRn&d ^fttf^ than 
jhiayers fif tb$ Diad^ Not only the Ighoracti 
jbufi fome of greater Note ( blindly following 
the common Notions), have Prejudices a(^a^lft 
it> which calm Refie&ion and a little good Na* 
ture would ibon remoiire ; and therefoiie I fhatt 
fiihioyn a £rw Teftimonies from fome moft fa- 
mous Prote&ants, both at Home and Abroad^ 
declaring themfelves wry fully on this Head, 

The tirft ihatt be the famous Archbifliop U- 
fitfy a Perfon in great Efieem with the Reformed 
Abroad^ as well as at Home, who in his Anjwer 
to Mahne^ af Prx^ers for tbeDeady p. 1^4. hath 
thefe Words. ^^ The Romaniffs .indeed dio com- 
^' monlytake it for granted, that Pi^gatory and 
^ Prayers for the Deady arefo clofely linked together, 
^^ that. the we deth nectar ily fo&au the ether. But 
*' in fo doing thfey reckon without their Hoft, 
^^ and greatly miflake the Matter. For how*

pimon of this great Mai^ Ffaf^rs f(^ the Des^d 
is Cathplick, and Pw^^ry only Po^ ; the 
firft the Ciiilom of the AxiWSkt^hurcky the other 
an Opinion of later Date. It is true the Bi(hop 
feeins to make little Accoimt of tliis anti- 
ent Praaicc ; however, the Concefflon is of 
weight in the Cmrwer^, and fuch as nothing 
but the Force of Truth could have drawn from 
him; for in the heat of Difpute, he is fo very 
earneft againft the Ohcj and fo k'ttie concern 
ned about the Other^ that he dailies them ofcen 
together, and according to the Obferyation of 
a late ingenious Author, he fpends threcfcore 
and ten rages on the general ^Matter, and not 
ten Lines to the furfoje^ which produced, be- 
fides the Conceffion above-mentioned, this full 
Teftimony from the great Bifbop Jkdrews^ who 
fpeaking of this Subjed of Prayers for the Dead^ 
aild Bifcop Vfier's Performance, f^ys, There is 
little can be /did againji ivhat this great Man takes 
fuch Pains to opfofe. 

And this is a full Declaration of the Belief of 
Bifhpp Andrevis in this Point, who by his Pra-* 
dice, has bom fome witnefs to ity in his excelr 
lent Devotions publilhed in Greek and Latin ; in 
which, /». 4p. he prays, Vruemium & mortuo- 
rum miprere, Domine : O (.ord, flicw thy 
Mercies to the Living and the Dead; the like 
he has ^. iiy. />• 147. Rgmember all mr Fathers 
and Brethren who are Deceafed. And f^ ^26. 
GiT/e to the Living Mercy and Grace ^ and to the 
SofJs Departed, Refi and Light Vernal. 

The eminently learned and judicious Mr. Thom^ 
dike * fpeaks fully of a Middle Sfate, and Prayers 
fortheDeady and fays, " That the Pra&ice-of 

'* Juft'Wejshts and Mc«&r«, P. it>o, loi. • 
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the Church in interceding for them at the Ciri^" 
fc^or^ii of the Eucharift, is fo general, and fo 
*^ ancient, that it cannot be thought tQ have 
come in upon Impofture, but that the fame 
Afperfion WiU feem to tafce hold of commofl!^ 
Chriftianity/* He quotes Juftin Marfyr, who 
makes it a Part of the Gnoftick Herefyy to (ay. 
That the Souls of the Faithful^ without the 
Body, are in perfeft Happinefs. And f. 107. 
Though there be Hopes tor thofe that are mou 
foUicitous to live and ditgood Chrifiiansy that 
*^ they ate in no fuch Sufpenfc, but within the 
" Bounds of the Heavenly Jerufalem ; yet becauft 
•* their Condition is uncertain, and Where there 
** is Hope of the better, there is Fear of the 
*• worf e ; therefore the Cburch hath always affifled 
•* them with the Prayers of the Living, both 
*• for their fpcedy Trial (which all blefled Souls 
«^ defire) and for their eafy Abfolution and Dif- 
" charge with Glory before God/' And again, 
, p. 159. ^* There is the fame Ground to believe 
** the Communion of Saints in the Prayers which 
** thofe that depart in the highefl Favour with 
*^ God make for us, and in tlie Prayers which we 
" make for thofe which depart in the hwe/i Fa- 
*• vour with God, that there is for the common 
Chriftianity y namely, the Scriptures interpreted by 
the perpetual PraBice ofGocts Church!* And elfe- 
" where, '' That all the Members of the CA^rcA Tri- 
^* umphant in Heaueny according to the Degree of 
*^ their Favour with God, abound alfo with Love 
" to his Church Militant on Earth ■ offer conti- 
nual Prayers for thofe Neceffitfes they fufer; 
that their Prayers are of great Force and EffeA 
with God, to the Affiftance of the Church Mtir 
torn in her Warfare ——That this being true, 
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the CmnmnioB. of Saints will ncceflSurily require, 
that all who remain folicitous for their Trial, 
be affifted with, the Pr/tjiers of tbeLivingy. for 
thcitprefau Qmfeti, md future Reft. 
The Lutherans of the Ausburgfi Ccmfeffion, fay, 
— We know the Ancients ffeak of Proffers fw the 
Deady whicb we alfo do not deny, . A great de^l 
might be found in the Writers of thatiCommuni'' 
oily in favour oi tkb Catfaolick Pra6kice. 

Grotius t fays, the atitient Liturgies ate not to 
be condemned,, fince ChciA hjmfc^ ^ad never re- 
prehend the Prayers foa thd Dead^ c6mm<m[y ufcd 
among the Jews, o£ whibh there is a Foim tntr 
tant in the Tabnydr loade, ad is belieyed, in the 
Bahytmtian Capr^ity, asd xnentioneld isb : the kr 
cond Book of the 34wc«fe^x. 

The bft T^ftmpny I (baE brin^, \!^ hem the 
moft learned, pioilS) and peaceable Biihop Fsrhsi 
the firft Biihop of fi^feiwr^A, whb *as in. fo gr«at 
Efteera with .the Pious Martyr: Hin^ Charles I. 
That upon fh0;£liihoj^ of Sti And^e^'ttnoinit^ 
of hisMajefty, at^bisfirftEreadoh ofx&^/ifl^i^^^ 
into an Efije(^al See^ whom he deiigned for tha£ 
Promotion ? Who,- fays the good King, but 
Forbes, worthy, as yctor felf well kriow, to fill a

This our worthy Countryman, * thus expreffes

" in the vshole Chunh of CHRIST, that in the 
*' publick Prayers of the Church, Cmtmejnonmm 
^^ fliQuld be made for the Dead, and Reii be 
** frayed to GOD for thofe who dyed pioully 
'" in. the Peace of the Church" — And having 
cited divers of the Ancients for it, he adds— 
'" This moft ancient Cuilom was full of Piety,* 
^^ and moft triily did Cajfander fay. This war al- 
ivays fixt ,in all Chriftiah Minds, that the Sjpirits of 
thofe who being initiated in the Sacrament of 
Chrift, departed this life in the Cmfejjion of Us 
Name, with Signification rfRefemame, pouldhers- 
commended to the Mercy of God, that Remifjion of 
Sins, eternal Refi, and a Pan with the EkB migk 
h intreatedfor them. And although, concerning iha 

' ' State of Souls for which thofe things were frofoaMe, 
it was nekber fufficiemly manifeff, nor agreed amonj^S 
all, yet all judged this Office as a Tejiimcny of Chari- 
ty towards the deceafed, and a Profejjion of Faith cc»- 
cerning the Imtnortality of the Soul, and ReJurreEhon 
to come, to be grateful to God, and profitable to tht 

Church, Then lie faith '' This moft 

** -ancient and univerfal Cuflom of the Church, 
*' very many, and moft learned Proteftants, do 

" not difallow *' — ; and cites* rA^ Apology of the 

Ausbuvg Confefjio^j Chemnitim, Mentz^m, Luther ^ 
Gerardm, Urbanm Regim, Vorflim, Vojjim, Dr. 
Fulk, Bp. Andrews, then the Wprds of " the Li- 
turgy of King Edward VI. both in the Office fvr 

. the Communion, and that of Burial, laments that 
fuch antient and pious Prayers fhould by the 

PerfuafioQ 
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Fer(uafion of jB«cer be expunged. ^* Thefe pri- 
mitive and devout Prayers (fays he)' theBi- 
{hops of the Church of ^gland afterwards, 
at the Advice and Inftigation of Bucer and 
Others, rafed out, or gave them I know not 
what 7»r« more favouring of mcdem Novelty ; 
** but it were to be wife 'd that the Church of 
England (which otherwife . merits no fmall 
Praife for lier great Moderation fliewn in many 
" other Things, and thofe perhaps not of the 
** fame Moment) had on this Occafion, and fame 
^* jsthersy conformed to the moft antient Practice 
" of the Univerfal Church, rather than for 
*' fome Errors and Abufes that crept in after by 
^^ degrees, to the great Scandal of almoft all 
** other Chriftians, to have renounced and en- 
** tirely removed this Ufage. 

I might go through the other Differences be- 
tween uicfirft, and theprefent Liturgy ^ and fliew 
how well their Pradice is founded in Scripture 
and early Antiqujty^ and confequently how der 
fenfible they are againft the Charge of Pofery ; 
fuch are private ConfefflOll to a Prieft, the fiP?t 
of tlfie fi^ictt) and the like, which are ufed both 
in the Greek and Roman Churchy and have their 
Foundation in Apoftolical Tradition and Appoint'^ 
menty and may all of them be faid to ftand on 
the fame Foundation with other Things, about 
which we have no Difpute. But what I have 
already faid may perhaps give Occafion. to fome 
igmranty tho' otherwife well-meaning FeopUy to 
think me inclinable to favour Popety ; and no 
doubt the Rigid Profeffors will be ready to con- 
firm this Suspicion : And therefore, that there 
may be no room for any fuch Miftake, even in 
the moil uiicharitable, I declare my felf a hearty 
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and fmcere PROTESTAWT^ »nd that . I r^ 
munce every Thing either in th^ Do&rine oi 
Worfhip of the Church of JKome^ that is not war-l 
ranted by Scripture and the PraSti^e of the PrintA 
five Churchy ^nd the unanimous C6n(^nt o£ AfteiK 
Ages I but whatever is agreeable to Orthodox Re- 
ligiOHf I think it ought not to be rejeiled becauie 
it is retained in the Church of Rome. The RuJc 
of St. Auguflin takes place here (a). In tbofe 
T'hings ivhereofthe Divine Scriptures have no waj 
determined, the Ctijiom of GOD s People^ or Confiir 
tution of QMr Elders is to be held as a Law. Theit 
is no Liberty for Separation from the Catholick 
Church in fuch Things, hov^rever we may fcpa- 
rate from Rome. The Confeqnence of fuch A- 
dulgence to Novelty is ever fatal to tlie Interefts 
oi Religion, for there can be no JBounds fet to 
JJaentioufnefs oi Opinion: Pull down the Walls and 
Bulxvarks of the Church, and HereJ} will enter i 
remove the Landmarks of the Elders, and the Sa- 
cred Inckfures will become Common. No better 
Etfed.had the Comph'ance of the Orthodox Bi- 
Jhops, who laid afide the Catholick Ufages in 
the Ftrff Liturgy to gratify the Party, than to 
make them Clamour for more Abatements ; they 
reformed pn^ the reformed Liturgy, but all was 
Popery to them that was retained. They pared 
fufficiently, even to the Quick ; but while Epif 
copacy and Liturgy were lett, all was Popery ftilL 
And that thefe were the real Eye-fores^ the Butt 
oi their Aim, tho' Ceremonies and Subfcripti- 
on were the Pretence, we had a fuiEcient Dc- 
^nliration afterwards in the Reformation they 
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wrought in thefe Nations ; they fougfit an Mate^ 
went of fomc few Things for the Eafe of the 
tender Confciences j when this was gramedy 
more was fought^ till having murdered the befi of 
ingSy and a learned PreUne, they could give a 
Sanftion to their ff^ckednefs by the Power they 
ufurfed. Sacrilege zaA Murder ^ Murder ofaftu- 
died Hmnoufnefs, committed on a Perfon fo Inno- 
cent, fo Sacred, by which they profefled that 
thev hated even Imocency and Chriftian Meeknefs 
it (elf! I cannot better defcribc this Refirmatim, 
than in the Words o( FincentiHs Lyrinenfisy where 
he gives Account of the. Progrefs oith& Ariansy 
(b) " When the profane Novelty of the Ariansy 
** like fome BeOona or Fury, had taken Cap- 
** tive the People, fubduing all Places to her 
** new Laws, never ceafed after that to trouble 
*^ and confound all Things private and publick, 
** putting no Difference betwixt Good and Truthy 
** but as it were from an high Place, did ftrike 
** all at her Pleafurc. Then married Women 
*^ were ^defilfed. Widows fpoiled. Virgins vio- 
*^ lated, Abbics fupprefled, Glergy-men vexed, 
*^ Deacons beaten, Priefts banilhcd. Dungeons, 
" Prifons, Mines, filled with Holy Men, <ff 
" which the greater Part baniflied like Exiles, 
** pined and . confumed away amongft Defarts, 
** Dens and wild Beafts, with Nakednefs,Thirfl, 
*' and Hunger. And all this Mffery, had it 
** any other beginning ? But becaufe human Su- 
*^ perftition was admitted for heavenly DoShrine^ 
** well-grounded Antiijuhy fubverted by wicked 
" Novelty y whilfl the Decrees of our Superiours 
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^ were violated, the Ordinances of the Facers 
^ wpce bfroken, the Canons of our Ancefiors abro- 
^ gated, and whUft the licentious Liberty of 
^ profiuie and new Curiofity kept not it felf 'with- 
'* in the chaft Limits of /acred and found Anti-^ 
** quity. 

And now, to make this as ufeful as polfible 
tp thofe of my Neighbours and Friends, for 
whom it i% principally defign*d, I find it abfor 
lately neceffary to go a little farther, than at 
firft il propofed. . They labour under two Mi- 
fiakes, of which tho* they make but little Ac- 
count, yet they appear to me to be of the laft 
Confequencq ; and therefore ( in Chriilian Cha- 
rity) .1 think my felf obliged (as far as in me 
lyes) tQ undeceive them ,- and for that end fhali 
advance nothing, for which I ihaU not bring 
fufEcient Authority. 

The firft is. That many, tho* othcrways good, 
well-meaning People, look upon Schijm to be a 
very trivial harmlefs Thing ; they have been fo 
long furrounded with it, and fo much con verfant 
with Schifmaticks, that they never confidcr the 
Kature of itj nor the fad Confequenccs that 
tttcnd it. 

The ad iSy they tafce the Governinent of the 
Church to be indifferent, and that Ordination 
without Bifhops, by meet .Presbyters, is of the 
fame Validity as that given by Bifhops ,• and 
confequently, that Presbyterian Teachers have 
the fame Power to P^eaph, and adminifter the 
Sacraments, -as Epifcopal Minifters have ; and 
in Confequencc of that Miftake, many do fpme- 
times joyn with the one, and fometimes with 
the other, occajionally^ as their Intereft leads 
them. I fhall endeavour to fet theie Points in 
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as clear a Light as I can^ and that with as 
much Brevity as poffible, knowing there are 
many that will read a Pamphlet; that care not 
to engage with a large Volume. 

As to the firA ; In that barbarous arid unna- . 
tural Rebellion againft the bell of Kings, Charles 
the Firft, the Bimops, the chief Pallors of the 
Church were facrilegioufly turned out of their 
Offices, the Publick Worihip of the Church 
difcharg'd, and Presbitery eftablijQi'd, from which 
Root iprkng up Independems^ Anahaftiftsy Qua- 
kersy Mu^ktomansy Family of Ijyvey Fifth Monar^ 
chy Men^ all of them Jfrte^Cfji nltgtjl, and many 
other Schifmaticks never before heard of in the 
Chriftian World, all of them letting up one 
Form againft another, and joyning Hands againft 
the Oney Catholick, and .Orthodox Churchy under 
the Name of BDiffenterjl in general. .Whereas if 
the Chufch of Chrift be One, as it certainly is, 
all in Difunion from her muft be in a State of 
Schifm, and fo in a very finful and deplorable 
Condition, as will appear by what follo\ys. I 
fhall firft confider wherein the. Unity of the 
Church confiils ; idlyy The Nature and Danger 
o( Schifm ; and ^dfyy if there be aoj^ Regular 
Prieftood amongft thefe DijQTenters, and by that 
will appear the Danger of Schifm, the joyning . 
with it, or countenancing it by our Prefence, 
or any other way. 

The Vifible Catholick Church of CHRIST 
muft beO«^; CHRIST the Head thereof is 
but One Heady and can have but One Body ; he 
is but One Spoufe, and can have but One Bride i 
he is the One chief Corner-fioney and^fo can ferve 
but for One Building ; he, is the One Sacrifice of- 
fered up^ for the Sins of Mankind, and fo there 

can 



nan be but due Akar. This Unity of ike ChuvCk 
might be proved . by innuniief able Parages of 
Scripture, which for Brevity's iake I fliatt omic^ 
it being an Article of our Creed, 3I IBdlft^^^ 
in tilt 90I1? €$Xl$oiitt €Wtt%; By this One 
Cathplick Church, is meant the Church of 
CHRIST, as in all Ages, fo in all Nations; 
He that's a Prieft in any one Nmo»al QiUFcfa^ 
that's in Communion with the CathUck Churchy 
is a Prieft in all the Catbolick ChuFch5 of which 
CHRIST is the only Head and Cemer of Um$y ; 
and if any one Perfon, Society or Nation, ciAs 
it fett off frc»n the Comnumion of this Omy Cs^ 
thilkk Churchy they thereby involve therafelves in 
the Guilt of Schifm- • 

And this brings me to coniider, wherein the 
Unity of any National Church confifts> Zfid it^« 
in this ; The BiJ^p ol every particular Church 
is the Center of Ihity of that Church of which 
he's Chief Govcrnour j for without his Authe^- 
rity, neither Prieft, Deacon, nor Laick^ can do 
my thing that's meet'ly EccMafiick 5 and therefore 
it was that St. Pml fent Ttmothy and T^Vw, thefe 
two Bijh^i to ordain Elders in the Churches 
of Crete ^tA Efhe/m, giving them a JurifdiEiioH 
over thefe Churches^ and Rules whereby to regu- 
late thcmfelves therein. That Holy Martyr, 
St. Ignatm bcfore'mention'd, fays, (c) *^ Let 
^* np Man .without the Bi&op do any thing . 
** that belongs to the Church. Where the Bi^ 
^* ftop is, there let the Multitude be. He that 
" doth any thing without the Bijhf, ferves the 
« Devil. ( d ) As many as are G O D^s and

their Sin and Punifhment, and to deter others 
from the like ever after, GOD commanded 
their Cenfers to be made broad Plates for the 
Covering of the Altar ; and the Reafon is gi-^ 
ven, (k) beckufe they had been once offered to the 
LORD* By which we may likewife fee, that 
Things once dedicated to a fiom Ufe, cannot be 
put to a profane, one, tho' once abufed or ille- 
gally ufed, ToSatur sibufm maneat ufpti. As this 
was a formidable Schifm and Rebellion, fo livas 
it as remarkably and feverely punifhM, for it 
did not flop here, the People again Murmuring, 
faid, (1 ) K have killed the People of the LORD; 
he again commanded M^fes and Aaron, to ^ 
them from amongft the Peofle, that he tnight con-

I have b^en more full in this Account, be- I 
faufe ther? ate feVeral Points in it, which duly 
jponfiderSd, are fufficient to deter any one from 
the Sin of Schifm, and ufurping of the Priephoad, 
without a legal Call or Warrant, for the Exercife 
of that Office; and I wifhthat all thofe, who 
:are eithet guilty of the praftifing oi: countenan*- 
:cing of that Sin, may duly c<mlSder this. We 
know how often the Ten Tribes fell into moft 
horrid Idolatries, after they had feparated them- 
feTve? from the other Two, and that G O D as 
<rften mott feverely puftiAed them for it. It's 
impbffible for thofe'that feptrate thcmfelves 
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from theChorchy but theym^ fall nto Gcoft 
Errors ; and the longer chey contitiuQ in their 
ScfaHm^ the worfe they grow, as we Tee by o^: 
iiaily Experience.

It was in Obedience to thefe Commands of 
the Apoftlcs, that the primitive Church, in fub- 
iequent Ages, by feveral Canons of her Coun- 
cils, exprefly prohibited, under molt feverc Pc- 
tialties, ail Ccmmiunion with Hereticks, which in 
thofe Days was deemed the fitme with Schif-^ 
Tnaticks. 

The 4]:th of the Canons j commonly called Afo- 
fiolicaly orders, "that a Bijbop, Prestyter, or Uea- 
coHj that joyns in Prayer with a Heretick, JbaS be 
excommunicated. 

Can. 46. A Bijbopy or Presfyter, who improves of 
the B(^Jm <^ Euchariff of Hereticksy flniB he de- 
fofed. 

The i6th Canon of the Ancyran Council (a),

I could add many Canons from the General 
Council of Nice, An. 3 25, Confiantinople, An. 3 &i^ 
Ephejus, An. 430, and others, for, proving, that 
the Power of Ordination was entirely lodg'd in 
the Bifliop, and that Ordination by Presbyters 
was never efteemed Valid by tKe Church : But 
I hope to put it beyond.all Qiieftion by the 
two following Inftances which come home to 
the Matter, omittiFfg many others that might 
be adduced* 

Theiirft is that £imous Infl:4nce we have 
from Athanajim, that Great Confeffor, in liis 
ad Apology, which is fufficient alont? to deter- 
mine the Controverfy. 

Atbanajim being promoted to the Chair of A" 
lexandria, A. 3 26. and finding Diforders in his 
Diocefs ; partly occafioned by * the Meletian 
Schifm, and partly.by.tbe-4ntf»^<?r^, and be- 
ing to Vifit the whole, came to a Country 
call'd Mareotis i where having Convocated the 
. Presbyters to inquire what Diforders were amongft 
them, one of them, told him, that ouq Ifchyras, ruhd 
had no Ordination from a Bijhop, aSled as Presbyt^ 

in 
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in a ViBage under his jfuridiUion, ihmgh he wtis riot 
0tei whereupon he fenc Macarius one of his City 
Presbyters, vrith the complaining Presbyter^ ta 
the Village where ffchyras hved, to inquire into 
the Matter, and to Cke ffchyras to appear be-^ 
fore him. He being Sick could not appear ; but 
MacartHS found the Complaint juft, and Atiba" 
nafim by his Epifcopal Authority difcharged him 
from aaing any more as a Presbyter ; requiring 
him and his Kindred to obey the Sentence, 
which he being obliged to do, went over to the 
MeletianHy ttien ( in Conjundion With the £»/f^^ 
ans) Favourers of the Avians \ thereby, right or 
wrong, to ruin Athanafimy who was their great 
Oppofer ; and for that end accufes MkoHm, 
that he had entered ffchyras^s Church, while he 
was Celebrating the Holy Eucharifly over-turned 
the Myftical Tabley broke the confecrated Ci^/i^^, 
and burned the facred Books. To canvafs this 
and other Crimes they had invented againft Atba-* 
uaJitUy they prevailed with the Emperor Conflatt* 
tine^ to call a Synod at Tjtip, A. 335, to which 
he. being fummoned, appeared, and purged 
himfelf of all the Crimes laid againft him, and 
of this in particular; andamonglt his other De« 
fences in this Caufe, he pleaded, that Ifchytas 
could be no Presbytery in refped he had n6 other 
Ordinationy but from Coluthus a Presbpery who 
had no Power to Ordain ; and fo Ifchyras^t Ordina- 
tion not being valid, he was no Presbpery and 
therefore he had no Power to Confecrate the Euiharifi ;

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prevailing Party were Arsons^ depofed Athanar | 
7&J, upon which he fled to Romey where a Sy- 1 
nod was called of Fifty Bifhops, who after J 
they had narrowly canvaffed the Caf<? of Ifchj^ 
rasy found he cmid be no Presbyter ^ in refpeSi he 
had no Efifcofal Ordination. Nay, it did not 
. yet ftop here, for An. 347, the whole Matter 
was again laid before the Great Synod of -Sir- 
dica, confifting of about Three Hundred Bi- 
' (hops, convocated by Imperial Authority, firom 
all the Provinces of the Rman Empire^ and 
there the Council, in their EpiiUe to the Pref- 
hytcts o( Alexandria^ fay, 7%at having Jeard/d 
the Records about Ifchyras, they found him an ar- 
rant ViUain. They write the fame to the Bi- 
fhbps oiE^jfi zsxaLybia ; and in a third Efi- 
Jlky 7ft all the Bijbops of the Catholick Church, 'they 
declare, Ifchyras was never Presbyter, becaufe he 
had not Epifcopal Ordination. 

I have given you this Hiftorical Account in 
as few Words as pofllble ; ftom whence it is 
^plaln^.that Ordinations ferformed in thofe Days by 
aw^fr Presbyters, ivere rejeBed as invafid. We 
find Ifchyras no presbyter, becaufe no Bijbop or- 
dained him. Is it not plain that this, in that 
Age, was the Sentiment of the whole Catholick 
Chuxchi Can there be a greater Proof for the 
ReCi?ption of any principle, in any Age, than is 
giveix ibr this ? We have here the. pofitive Senfc 
of tKe Mdhoti'ck Presbyters, who would never 
have*ftood up fo far again fl the Intereil of 
thcii: Order, as to declare Ordinations by Pref- 
byters nuOy if the received Principle of the Church 
then, could have allow'd them to be valid. We 
havci lallly, in this, the confentlent Decifions 
of Four very confiderable Synods, the laft of 

which 
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which more numerous than either the ad or 3d 
General Council. 

The laft Inftance I fball adduce, is no lefs re- 
markable . than the iirft. One MaKim^SJ a Cy- 
nick Phitofopber, came to Confiaminofhy when Gre- 
gory Nauanzen was Bishop, and being by him 
ordainM a Presbyter^ immediately aim d at the 
Epifcopal Chair, and for that Ena brought Come 
Bifliops from Egypt^ his native Country, who 
privately confecrated him ; and then he ( as if 
he had been Bifhop of that great City) took 
upon him to Ordain Presbyters. This Affair 
was brought before the 2d Council at Conflait . 
tinopky An. 381. which decreed. That Maxinm 
ivas not a Bifhop, and therefore thofe he had laid 
Hands upon, were in no Clerical Order whatfoever^^^ 
aU 'things done abota him, or by hint, being null and 
moid. Here we have the Senfe of the. whole 
Chriilian Church, from a famous General Coun^ 
cil; Maximus declared No Bijbopj becaufe not 
confecrated conform to the Canons, and there- 
fore, being no more but a Presbyter, aB Ordinor 
tioms made by him were declared nuS a^d'void. 

If the Superiority of Bijbops to Presbyters, was 
not in the Time ot the Apojiles, at what time 
was it introduced ? If ^pifcopacy was an Ufur- 
pation crept into the Church foon after the 
Af^fiUs, and contrary to their Intention, and 
the Clmrch^s Intereft* when did this happen ? 
We know the primitive Church was even to an 
t\^i(s fcrupulous, in nuintaining the very Phrafe. 
of Traditionary DoEiriftes, and Form of cuftomary 
Practices, infomuch, that when the leaft Innova" 
tipn in either was difcovered, all Men confpi- 
red to condemn th^ Innovators, And is it*pof- 
fible that thok Gxik ' Bijbops, who even by their

In A 
the midft.of moft Cruel Per fecutions were they | 
at Leifure to defign and carry on fuch. ambi-^ 1 
mm ProjeEis f And w:6uld the whole Order of 1 
Presbyters fuffer themfclvcs to b^ excluded from ^ 
their PrMleges and Oj^t^s, fo very lately be- 
q?ieath'a them by CHRIST, and' c'onferr cl by 
tte 4B^ft^^9 and this univerfaUy thro' the whole 
Wofld, and not one fingle Presbyter appear who 
• ftould j^roteft agajnft foph an Ufurpatiori? Ccr- j 
tjaiidy.it is much more reafonable to believe^ the 
Preshyteriansy and all ot;her Enemies of (l^^ifcqpaq^ 
^c iniftaken, or deceivM, tjian that allPriini- 
tire Bijbop were Tyrants^ and all Primitive Priefts 
Fools, or what i^ worfe,- Betrayers of that Poujer 
and Duiy 'vf\\ic\i wa5 left apd cnjoyn^d.them by 
the Apoftles. 

Having thus proved that a legitimate Sucfejjim 
of Holy Orders is neceflfary to the very Effence 
and ConfHtuticn of a Church, and that die Su- 
per-eminence of Bijhops above Priefis, in having 
the Power of Ordination principzMy and entirely 
refidine in them> was the Dodirine of the Church 
from the beginping. • 

I think; it/may be proper next to fliew what 
great Regard the Ifoly Fathers of the Church paid 
to this necefla^ry FoundatiQn, in . all their pifputes 
with Hereticks and SchifmaiiQksj infilling unani- 
nioujfly^and mof^ tenapioufly on .this Enquiry, w?.. 
By what lawful SuccefJioUy frvm what ApoflolitkSeat 
their firfi Teacher derived his Mifjion ? By this

The Pref*- 
(tyterians may; with; us ^igree in the Creed^ Sacra^ 
ffiems, and fome other Points of Religion ,- they 
do agrep^witji us in a great many negative Arti^ 
cles againil Po^ery^ and Co may. make, up a Part 
of our Qtffederacyo they may be a Memkir of our 
Qrand ABiancey but th^y cannot however be a 
Part of our Church Confiittstion ; we can hai'c no 
Ifttion w;lth them in fofitrve ReHgien, nor commu- 
nicate with them in, any Ojfues that are not en- 
rifely of a Civil or Political Nature j for they are 
d^eHiv^ in th^ Fundamental f, they have.no Regu- 
lar Ordination, without which^ ail the reft, in 
the Opinion of this ffolyPa$her, is nothing, this 
being. ^ neceilary to the Qmch, as Orthodox 
l^aith; 

To the fame Purpofe fays, St, Irenaw Difciple 
of Stt Polycarp^ , who was Difciple of St. John, 
(b) Where is itihen that a ManfiaHfuidJuch Pa- 
flm ? St. Paul teaches tu when he fays, (c) God hath . 
placed in his (Jhurch, firft of all, Apoftles, fc- 
cpndarily Prophets, then Evangelifts, . &c. There 
then vihere the Gifts of our Lird are f laced ; in the 
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fame Place^ muft we feekfar the Truth, amon^ 
whom the Succeffion of the Church Jince tf)e Apoftlcs, 
and the Purity of Doftrine is maintained in itr 
Integrity. • 

Nothing can be more plain than this in aft 
the Writings of the Fathers^ that good or found 
DoSirines are not to be expeded, but in the Uni" 
ty of the Chttrch. And if the Truth of Do&rine 
could be found in a State of Schifm, yet the 
MiniftraVions are iVn/^/i^ 9 that is, they cannot 
in an ordinary JVay produce what God has ap» 
pointed them for ; the Ferfon is but deceived, 
and impofed upon by a counterfeit, fretended, 
ttfUtf'D autlllOjitp , which can convey nothing 
but Damnation. This is alfo more confirmed 
by St. Cyfrian, in many Places, efpecially in his 
Book Oj the Unity of the Churchy and many of his 
Epiftles. (d) Whereas fome aDegey^it\i he, T%at they 
achmjjledge the fame God the Father, the fame Son 
Jcfus Chrift, and the fame Holy Ghoft, this can 
nothing avail them, (viz,, being in Schifm) jFor Corah, 
Dathan, ^i^Abiram, acknorwledged the fame God 
that Azron the High- Priefi, ondMofcs did, living 
under the fame Law, and in the fame Religion, they 
invoked that cne and true God, who is to tf wor/hipped 
and frayed to: fet, in 0s much 06 exceeding the Li" 
wits of their Minifiry, they aflumcd to themfehes the 
Licence to Sacrifice, in Oppofition to Aaron the Highr 
Priefl^ who hy the Ordination of God had before oh-^ 
tained the Lawful Priefthood, they being fupernatu- 
railf ftricken, prefently received the jufi Punijbment of 
their unlawfuj Attempts — And again, Ep. ad Corn.- 
Chr iff fays to his Apoftles, and by ^them to all Bifiops 
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who fuaied the Apofiies by a fubfiittae Ordinaticn^ 
He that heamh youy hearethme. So faith St. -rf/A^ 
najius (c) Hiyva can they be BijbopSj if they^ han)e re^ 
ceived their Ordination firom Hereticks> even by thAr 
4yii)n Accufationi Lafily, to omit infinite PaiTages 
in Terml. St. Aug. Optatus, &c. I (hall bring one 
Witnefs, whom they often, (tho' very unjuilly) 
claim, as a Favourer of their Caufe, St. Jeromey 
(0 who focaking of Hilasy the Deacon, Author 
of one of the ScGts of the Luciferians, faith, 
Joxether v)ith the Man bis 6eB is likewife ferijbedy 
becaufe a Deacon could not ordain a Clerk tofuc^ 
teed after him, Nqvj it is not a Church which hath 
m PrieRs. 

Wiere fuch Arguments as thefc Logical and 
efficacious in the third, and fourth Century of 
-Chriflianity, and are. they of no Force now? 
When was it that they began to lofc dieir Vir- 
tue ? Did all the ancient Mmyrny Bifiopsy and 
DoBers of the Church, Champions of the Chri** 
fiian Religion, confound all the ancient HerefieSj 
by demonflrating that the ^-uthors of them had 
XiO ferfonaly legitimate, nor dodrinal Succejftoni 
and fhail we believe fuch a Succejjim now is not 
as neceflary as then, or that there is any Valid 
Miniftryy where B^gulaXy Succefftnjfy Ecclefiafiicai 
Order is laidafide? Is this ^ pMre^ Reformation^ 
or i% it not rather Novelty j Herefy^ and Schijm i 

What Words can come more -Home to our 
Cafe, than thefe of .the holy Fathers ? Well may 
we think they were guided by a very extraordi- 
nary Meafure of the divine Spirit, who> by Pro- 
phetical Impulfci fp many Ages agp> not only 
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tonfnted the Heitfks of thkk owil TMie, (ytft 
k^t fofficient TeAimcitfics a^inft all fuch as 
ihovld afterwards ariie to the Difturbance of the 
Church ; ietitg dead^ th&y yet fp^k by their piUcts 
and orthodox Writmgs, againft siifalfe D$£hriiit, 
Merefyy zxASchifm 5 and they that participate of 
that divm Spirit which anifnates the Body of 
Chrift, they hear their Voice, er tatb^r ^» 
Voice of the chief Shepherd in them^ the Voiix 
behind them, (that is, in* the Ages ]paft) ^-dlin^ 
from deftrudive Error, Novelty, and Separati- 
on^ and faying, 7%u U the Wky^ iealk ye iH it. » 
And let it be here obfef ved, that tfaefe feveiie 
Denunciations of the Fathers were for the iac& 
" -Part againil fuch as "^ect Efifcopally tfdainedy but 
had received their Orders frmtj atid joyned di 
Communion ivith Heredcat aiid Schi&iatical tif- 
ihops. The Amm^ NwtaHaHsy DoHntffls. Neflo- 
riansy Eutythians^ &c, ad had their Bimps ahd 
dLftina Orders o^Ckrgy. ^mWilotie, (Wfa6ih 
I mentioned before) was the only Perfohf in all 
the large Traft of Time^ and Extenfion ^^hri- 
fiianity^ from the ApojUes to the fifteenth Ctintu^ 
ry, that ever pretended that Piresbyters could c6h^ 
fer Ordirs^ or that Bifiop MiPrieff were the faAc 
Order znd()ffice. He hid few Followers in this^ 
as in other .flfcr^fctf/ Opinions ; it was not then (6 
eafy, to peffwade Men to rto counter to the Cu^ 
(torn add Order 0/ aB the Churches of Chrif}^ Yet 
God be thanked) there ate^fueH Aiguilients oir oui^ 
Side, as amount to a Derhot^tationy that our 
Zeal for the Ap<rflolical Order of Epifcopacy i^mot 
a criminal Q^tention about^a Thing indifferent 
(as the Latitudinarians, and Favourers of Occafior 
nal Conformity pretend) a iDifpute about Words 
engendring Strife^ tut hini ) z^aloujly affelied ill a 
' ^ gpod 
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C^Hfe, fuch as concerns tbc very Life aqd 
toul of Religion. For if our Preshyierian Tea- 
, dtm$ will but fhew at?y from the Afofttes dowrji 
to the Days of luther arid Cahjiuj who held ^A^/V 
Doiirine even in that 0^5?^ Particular, J dare oblige 
my felf to prove he was marked as a Heretkky 
and his SeB was called by his Nam^ to diftingiiifii 
it from the Houjhold rf Faiths over whom Chrrfl 
' has appointed Stewards to give them their Meat in 
Jue Seafoh. We own, many among the Presbyte- 
rian Teachers may be of mnpetent Ahilitiesy and 
alfo of good moral Lives ; but this is not what 
can conftitute tliem Mnifters^ or give them Au* 
thority in, the Church of Chrifi; for jin neither of 
thefe do they exceed the found Learning zxidpiom 
Lives of the Orthodox P^fifcofal Clergy; it is not 
P^r/i«a/ Qualification, but Sacerdotal^owcx ; riot 
the Preaching or Praying well, bur the having 
Authority to do fo, from ru<:h as rcci? ived it fuc^ 
cejfiv^'ly handed down from the Apoftles, That 
we contend for ; and this is fo m^erialy that with- 
out it, Succejfion in Doftripe fignifies nothing. 
Miferakle we are (faith a learned tMvine of the 
Church of England) if he that now fits Atchbi- 
fhop of Canterbury y could not derive his Succeffipn 
fr(m St. Auguftin, St. Auguftin from St. Gregory, 
St. Gtcgoty from St. Peter. Such OrdinationhsLVC 
pur B^Jhops as the Bijhofs in England y the fame 
very SucceffioHy as they agree in the fame verj/De^ 
Brine, and all the Separation is equally finiuji ifi 
both Nations, only with this Aggravation, th^t 
here, they have proceeded to extirpate the a^ici- 
cnt CJmrch Government of Epifcopacy, there; thev 
are labouring to undermine it ; in both they have 
fworn to defhrigi it. Nor is ithf Crime of Sc^bif'H'i 
lefs, ot Presbyterian Religion more O/thotUx, 01 
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the Qwidition of fiich as adhere to it lefs dangr 
row, that tliey ar^ the Efiahlijhed Church Govern- 
ment in Scmani. Were the Arians the Churchi^ 
becaufe th^y were favoured by Imperial Edifts, 
and had Power to perfecute the Faithful by 
Form of Law, and Civil Procefs ? Is a Church 
more a Church, when eftabliihed by Law^ than 
when fubfifting withouty or againSi Law ? Th^n 
the Church of Scotland is mwe a Church than the 
' whole Cathoiick Church in the three firft Centu- 
ries ; then Chriflianity is Herejy in all Dominions 
that are not ChrifiiaUy .and true Religion muft 
appear in as many difierent Shapes, as the difk-: 
rent Fancies and Humours of fcveral Nations 
will have it : What is in one PI jiee Sound and Or^ 
thodoxy will be efteemed Berejy and Fal/e DoShrine 
in another; and a Chriflian mufl as often fhift 
his Religion, as he changes his Habitation. But 
if Chriftian Religion is the fame, and to remain 
unchanged ixi all the Variety of human Events, 
' and the Church of Chrift is Cathoiick^ or Univer- 
• fal in Time and Place, then it will appear our 
Duty to adhere to that Fbrm of Church Govern- 
ment , ^Ijat Apofiolical Order which has ever 
been obfcrved in the Church of Chrift. Chrifli- 
an Religion ftands under the fame Terms of Du- 
ty to God and Man as heretofore it did, we 
have as ftrift Obligation to Church Unity j and 
Obedience to thofe that are over m in the Lord^ as 
had our firft Fore-runners in the Faith ; we arc as 
forcibly bound to join in the Umtpublick IVorJbip 
as they were, and all Separation will be as penal, 
and as certain a Prejudice to the Judgment of the 
Great Day, as it was efteemed in the primitive 
Church ; and *tis declared to be by the holy Fa- 
thers : For what 8t. Auguflin faid to the Donatifisy 
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Vis fit every Chriftian flujjtJ ferioiifly donfiden 

(a) Whoevtr fhaU be dhnded fnm the Church Ca^ 
thoHcky how laudably foever he may think he doth 
Uve^ for this very Wickednefsj that he lives disjoined 
from the Unity of Chrifl^ heJhaB not hope Ufe^ but 
the Wrath of God remains upon him. But vihofoever 
within the Church lives v)ell^ ether Mens Sins in it 
do no way prejudice him. I fhaii conclude all with 
the Rule of Vincentius Lyrinenfisy which I have 
before mentioned^ according to which let thofe 
things be tried, viz,. Whether Uturgy and Epifco-^ 
facy were not always every where^ and by all held 
and approved ; and that all Separation has ever 
been coridemned in the Church of God. (b) ^^ As 
^^ holy and learned Men have taught me (faith 
" he) fo I exhort others, that they interpret the 
^^ Divine and Canonical &ripture^ according to 
*^ the Tifodition of the IJniverJal Churchy aecordiug. 
^^ to the Rules of Catholick DoBrine^ in which 
*^ likewife they muft of Neceffity follow Uni- 
** VERsALiTY, Antiquitt, and Consent of the 
Catholick and Apoftolick Churd^. And therefore, 
if at any time a Part rebel againft the Whok^ 
Novelty againil Antiquity^ the Diflcntion of one 
or a few (feduced with Error) againft the Con- 
fent of aH^ or the far greater Part of Catholicks ; 
in that Cafe, let them prefer the Integrity of 
Univerfality before the Corruption of a Part ; 
and in Univerfahcy, let them alfo prefer the 
Religion oi Antiquity h^xt profane Novelty i 
And again, in Antiquw^ let them prefer be- 
fore the Temerity of one or a few, the De^ 
crees of a Gazeral Council^ if any be ; or if no 
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(u) Epift.ifi. (b) Adv. H»rcr. Cap. 15* 
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** fuch be found, Sd^itheia take that whi<eh is 
*' next Hand j that is, to follow the Opinion of 
many and great learned Doj^rs agreeing, toge- 
ther^ All which' faithfully, fijbcrly, dilig^iir^ 
ly bbferred and kept, by God's Grace, wc 
fliall without any Difficulty difcover Errar^ 
God give us Underllanding to perceive, and 
to follow fuch things as may ferve our Eteoial 
Pteace. 

^ And now I have finifhcd what I undertoofc^ 
more ifrom a i>Bfire of being ferviccahlc to my 
Keighbour, and the Inteieft of divine Truth, 
than any Opinion of my own Abilities. My 
In^bention was fincere, and I hope the Perfor- 
mance, however weak^ may be ufefiiL 
' I.I have in the Letter proved the EngUJb U- 
turgy. to be free from Pifary; not only from the 
SabjeB Mater thereof, but the Tefiimmy c£ the 
moft eminent Divines at Home and Abroad; 
both at, and fince the Rrfoimatioui and that a 
hiturgfy Gi Set Ibrm cf Prajfery is warranted and 
anthorized by the Holy Scriptures, the Praftice 
of the Church of God among the Jews, and 
tte univerfal CoHfent of the ChriHian Church 
always and everywhere.

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J. That the BiJhi>il^BB^ in his Frcn^ince^ 
as Chriff is in his ChuriK^hc Center of Union, 
and Fountain of Povjer, whoever flialJ pretend to 
execute any minifierial Fundion, without being 
theceunto ordained and appointed by hinty do 
facrikgioufiy ufurp a Power, and invade an Of- 
fice which belongs nofc^ip^ them; fuch are not 
Shepherds, but ihie^es i tame not in at the Door, 
but climb over the IVaB,, run unfent, and preach 
without a Call, and^re highly injurious to the 
Majefty of GQD,mSmbpy prefume to tranfafE 
AiSairs of the highSBpofequeQce in his Name 
without his Commijfim I and that he has no 
where promifed to ratify fuch Miniftraticnsy or 
fulfil fuch Covenants, as thus not only without 
his Leave, but even i^ainff his Ordejr and 
Appointment are entered into* To fliew the 
Judgment of the Catbolick Church in this Point, 
I have given Jnftances, that where any have pre- 
fum'd to derive an Ordination from Presbyters, 
fuch pretended Priefihood has. been Synodically
